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DESTRUCTION TO KATONAH 


MR. DALY ORDERS ITS REMOVAL 
FROM THE FACE OF THE EARTH. 


m@WO SMALLER VILLAGES IN THE CRO- 
TON WATERSHED ALSO CONDEMNED 
—IMPORTANT ACTION IN KENSICO 
AND MOUNT KISCO—SECOND CAM- 
PAIGN AGAINST THE MICROBES. 


KATONAR, April 7.—The doom ot Katonah is 
gcaled, and in two months the picturesque village 
will be barely more than a memory conjured up 
in the mind at the sound of its quaint old Indian 
name. 

Standing ankle deep im the snow and elush on 
the bridge over Cross River, the New-York 
Commissioner of Public Works, with a sweep of 
bis arm, to-day condemntd the town to destruc- 
tion. Amazement stood out on the solemn 
faces of the little group of leading citizets who 
surrounded Mr. Daly, and they peered at him 
from under their umbrellas as though they 
thought that he was joking or that they were in 
a dream. 

There he stood, a plain American citizen, 
calmly and deliberately ordering practically s 
whole town out of existence. No wonder the 
golemn citizens were awestruck. Nor was it 
strange that the small boys who crowded at Mr. 
Daly’s heels had their whistling scared clear 
out of them. ° 

“Humph!” ejaculated an indignant old lady 
on a near-by porch as Commissioner Daly was 
pointed out to her, “that’s a funny thing when 
a sour old man like that can come here ina 
«ray ulster and send us all to Halifax. What is 
he—a King?” 

‘Katonah is not solitary in its fate. Commis- 
gioner Daly to-day ordered the entire destruc- 
tion of two other villagee—Kirbyville and New- 
Castle Corners—and decided on the partial 
demolition of Kensico. He likewise seized 
Mount Kisco, and that part of the pretty village 
which is not destroyed will be subjected to his 
absolute rule in the matter of sewerage and 
drainage. 

Saturday Brewster and Carmel will have 
sentence pronounced on them, and when the 
Commissioner is through with the Croton 
‘watershed, the map of that region will look as if 
it had been in the exciting embrace of a Kansas 
tornado. The geography of the country will 
have to be reconstructed, and even the 
topography will be altered. 

Saturday will probably complete the imme- 
@iate and urgent part of the work of Mr. Daly. 
The restof the watershed will be attended to in 
@ more leisurely manner. 

The general public, which has been reading 
from day to day with interest *nuG satisfaction 
the stories of the work with fire and axe in the 
Croton watershed, has only a genera! idea of 
the importance of the work and its relation to 
the héalth or the metropolis. According to the 
recently collected statistics of the Department 
of Public Works there are 362 square miles in 
the watershed, or 232,000 acres. In this region, 
from which nearly 2,000,000 people draw their 
water supply daily for eating and cooking, 
there are 5,056 dwellings, of which 2,136 are in 
‘villages, and 2,920 are in the farming districts. 

‘There are 5,612 outhouses, every one of which 
fis a nuisance, and most of which are dangerous 
end persistent sources of pollution. Of the out- 
houses, 1,400 are in villages. 

The watershed hasa population of 25,000, 
gud these people own 33,000 domestic animals, 
of which 18,500 are horses and cattle... 

The measures taken to-day by Commissioner 
Daly were heroic, but his own judgment in 
every one of the steps which he took was backed 
up by the advice of Dr. Cyrus Edson of the 
Board of Health and of Chief Engineer Loomis 
of the Bureau of Sewers of the Department of 
Public Works. Nothing was done without care- 
ful consideration. 

Commissioner Daly and Dr. Edson and Chief 
Engineer Loomis went up to White Plains on 
an early morning train and drove from there to 
Kensico with Lawyer Dykman, their special 
counsel They drove all around Kensico Lake 
in order to see what had been accomplished 
since Mr. Daly was there before. 

They decided to let the church stand, but or- 
dered the schoolhouse to be removed within ten 
days. It was snowing hard and no one came out 
to greet the party. The schoolhouse was desert- 
ed. ®pecial conditions are to be imposed on the 
'ehnrch in relation to the outhouses. 

It was resolved to destroy summarily all that 
part of Kensico lying between the road and the 
lake, and aleo to reserve for the State a wide 
strip of land on the hillside on the other side of 
theroad. The reservéd strip will be about a 
mile in length and will reach to the top of the 
ridge. Restrictions will be imposed on any per- 
s#0n living within 1,000 feet of the lake. 

While Mr. Daly was in Kensico workmen were 
tearing down the blacksmith’s shop which 
had been condemned, and several other 
condemned buildings had been already razed to 
the ground. A messenger brought word that 
Ackerly’s Hotel at the lake was being burned. 
Mr. Ackerly is the man who put on airs und 
**swore”’ that his hotel should not be “ teched.”’ 
Ackerly himself was not on hand to see the 
conflagration. 

The drainage of the surviving portion of 
Kensico is to be diverted from Kensico Lake to 
Davis Brook, which flows into the Bronx River 
and thence into Long Ieland Sound. 

On the way to Kensico Mr. Daly and his 
party passed two waous loaded with the far- 
uiture of a man who had been evicted from one 
of the condemned dwellings. He was a tough 
and bardy-looking citizen and his whiskers 
‘were covered with snow. He shook hie fist and 
@wore when he saw Mr. Daly. 

Before moving Kensico Mr. Daly learned that 
Paeimer’s Hotel at Pine’s Bridge “was being 
vacated. The Commissioner found that many 
pf-the houses and barns which he had con- 
lemned in and around Kensico had been already 
purned or hacked to pieces. 

Mount Kisco was the second place to be re- 
visited, and there Mr. Daly and his party were 
met by E. T. Baily, the President of the village, 
‘who assured them thatthe citizens would not 
pbstruct the work of purifying the watershed. 
A few persons were at the hotel when the Com- 
missioner arrived, but there was no show of a 
hostile demonstration. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Pageley of White Plains 
met the Commissioner at Mount Kisco. He haa 
converted himself into a waiking arsenal and 
carried a murderous-looking eatchel, but there 
‘Was nobody to fight, and after standing in front 
of the hotel ina warlike attitude for a snowy

Dr. Edson made a sanitary inspeetion of the 
town. He found that all of the thiokly-settled 

art of the place was on low land which was 

ull of springs, there being springein many of 
the cellars. There are several ditches leading 
to the brook, intended to carry off the surface 
drainage, and through them the sewage of the 
town reaches the creek. 

Chief Engineer Loomis said there should be a 
law for the establishment of a complete sewage 

system in Mount Kisoo. 

President Bailey replied that the property 
Owners could vote on that question next Spring. 

Dr. Edson estimated the cost of sewering the 
town at $10 . and Commissioner Daly of- 
tered to pay halt the cost. The Mount Kiscoaus 
will consider this proposition, and meanwhile 
Mr. Daly will take sanitary charge of the town 
and put every outhouse in good condition. 
Many houses were condemned yesterday and 
must be destroyed within ten days.

SHEEHAN VISITS WASHINGTON. 


THE WISHES OF HIS NEW-YORK FRIBNDS 
TO BR MADE KNOWN. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The subject of the 
distribution of the patronage in New- York State 
will be discussed to-morrow at the White 
House unless all signs fail. Those who will take 
part init will be Mr. Cleveland, Senator Ed- 
ward Murphy, Jr, and William F. Sheeban, 
Lieutenant Governor of the State. 

Mr. Sheehan arrived in Washington to-night 
on the limited train from New-York. He was 
met at the station by Mr. Murphy, who 6s- 
corted him to the Arlington Hotel, where 
rooms had been secured for him. Although 
Mr. Sheehan will not admit it, there is a well- 
define® belief that he is bere in pursuance of a 
plan adopted by the Democratic organization 
of New-York State to impress upon Mr. Cleve- 
land the fact that the organization has a num- 
ber of candidates for important positions in his 
gift. 

It isa matter of general comment that since 
Mr. Cleveland became President no members of 
the organization have asked him for places. 
While the records of the different departments 
show the names of hundreds of New-York 


Democrats who have come forward with appli- 
cations for all sorts of positions, none of these 
names are those of “machine” men. Some 
time ago Mr. Murphy said to newspaper men 
who questioned him concerning the intentions 
of the organization of which he is the head, that 
when the rush for places was over its leaders 
would make known to Mr. Cleveland their 
wants. It wasapparent from the remarks of 
Mr. Murphy that he believed Mr. Cleveland 
would not turn a deaf ear to the claims of the 
erganization. 

The impression created by Mr. Sheeban’s ar- 
rival is that the leaders think the time has come 
when they should have » clear understanding 
withthe President regarding the bestowal of 
the State patronage. Sowe profess to believe 
that the present move is due largely to the 
opinion that Mr. Cleveland may have got the 
jaea that the organization cares for nothing at 
his hands beoause it has filed no application for 


laces. 
The situation promises to undergo a radical 
change in the next twenty-fours. Mr. Sheehan 
brought a good-sized valise with him, and the 
gossips have it that it contains the applications 
of many New-York Democrats who want im- 
portant Federal offices in the State. Mr. 
Sheehan would not admit this, of course. 
He said to the correspondent of THE NEw- 
YoOrK TIMEs that he came to Washington at the 
request of several good friends to acquaint the 
President with the fact that they would like to 
receive good places at his hands. He added 
that these friends lived in Erie County. No 
amount of questioning would elicit from 
him the admission that the machine had 
anything to do with his visit Mr. Shee- 
han did not call upon Seuator Hill to-night, 
buf will see him inthe morning. It is unlikely 
that Mr. Hill will accompany him to the White 
House. Mr. Murphy will chaperon him, and 
there need not be mucH¥ doubt that Mr. Cleve- 
land will have a good-sized listof names added 
to his present stodk by 2 o’clock to-morrow 
afternoon. 
It is not improbable that Mr. Sheehan will be 
reminded before he gets through with his visit 
to Washington of some facts to which the at- 
tention of other State Democrats have been 
directed when they cawe bere to spy out 
the land for the macbine. It has been plain 
to everybody who has kept track of the 
course of events in the State that the ma- 
chine has been treating the Cleveland Dem- 
oorats as of no possible uccount, or perhaps 
only of account to be stepped upon and used 
everywhere with contumely. They have been 
prevented from obtaining success in elections, 
and where they have been found in office 
they have been dismissed, to after- 
ward provided for, in some instances that 
are notable, by the Federal Admin- 
istration. Some of the machine emis- 
saries who preceded Mr. Sheehan have been 
told rather plainly that they must go back to 
Albany and undertake to have the Democrats 
of the State treated as if there was but one 
arty instead of two factions before the State 
Bemoorats in charge of the machine oan expect 
to be treated by the Administration as if there 
was but one party. 
Mr. Sheehan must not be surprised to hear 
this answer to what he may havetosay. He 
knows, as well as anybody, whether the reports 
are true that discrimination has been made by 
the machine against men who have been 
stepped upon because they were Cleveland men. 
He is not so new in politicos as to suppose that 
the Administration will deal patronage into 
hands which will be stili further strengthened 
to fight the Cleveland men in New-York. 
Mr. Herbert P. Bissell] and Franklin D. Locke 
of Buffaio came to Washington to-day to urge 
upon Mr. Cleveland the appointment of W. F. 
Macker of Buffalo as. United states District at- 
torney for the Northern District of New-York. 
Mr. Locke called upon the President and as- 
sured him that the appointment of Mr. Mackey, 
who is President of the Cleveland Democracy 
of Buffalo, would give a good deal of satisfac- 
tion to Erie County Democrats. Mr. Bissell will 
gee the President to-morrow. 





MR, HARRIS IN THE LEAD.

APPARENTLY THE FAVORITE FOR THE 
READING’S PRESIDENCY. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., April 7.—The discus- 
sion of A. A. MoLeod’s probable successor to 
the Presidency of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad Company was less animated to- 
day than at any time since Mr. McLeod tend- 
ered his resignation. This was aude probably 
to the fact that Joseph 8. Harris, President of 
the Lehigh Navigation Company, appeared to 
almost have the field to himself. 

There were many, however, who continued to 
assert that he would not be choses unless Mr. 
MoLeod expressed himself as satisfied with the 


choice, as it was stated that several of the pres- 
ent Board of Managers were not favorably im- 
pressed with the candidacy of Mr. Harris. 

Mr. Harris's supporters, while conceding that 
the managers would to some extent be intiu- 
enced by their old President, argued that Mr. 
MoLeod conld not consistently decline to in- 
dorse Mr. Harris. He had tendered his resigna- 
tion, they seid, to secure the financial support 
the ee so badly needs and which he could 
not obtain. 

That support was to come from or through 
the Drexels, and if heshould refuse to indoree 
their candidate for the Presidency, then a mwo- 
tive other than that named in his letter induced 
him to resign. 

The names of Judge Paxson, J. L. Bell, and 
Theodore W. Voorhees, First Vice President of 
the Reading, were heard ocoasionally in con- 
nection with the election, and it was then hint 
.ed that a dark horse might be brought out. 

The managers will meet at noon to-morrow. 
They have the resignations of Mr. MoLeod and 
Director Thomas Dolan to act on.

KRUPP’S MONSTER LANDED | 


THE GKEAT GUN WILL START FOR 
CHICAGO TO-NIGHT. 


THE TRIUMPH OF ENGINEERING SKILL 
WAS ACCOMPLISHED IN THIRTY- 
THREE MINUTES, AFTER WEEKS OF 
PREPARATION—DESCRIPTION OF THE 
GUN AND THE WONDERFUL SHEARS. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April 7.--The great Krupp 
gun has been safely landed at last, and to-night 
ig op the railway truck built specially for it, 
ready to start for Chicago Saturday night. 

A rain and wind storm, which set in soon after 
midnight last night, prevented the hoisting un- 
til this afternoon. 

It was expected that a party from Philadel- 
phia and another from Washington would come 
over to witness the event, but only the Wasnh- 
ington party arrived. lt consisted of Commo- 
dore W. M. Folger, Capt. Charles Shaler, Capt. 
Roger Burnie, Capt. Charles Smith, and Capt. 
William B. Gordon of the United States Ord- 
nance Corps; Col. John Casselis, Gen. I. G. 
Parke of the United States Army Engineer 
Corps, and Lieut. M. D. Endicott of the navy. 

The guests reached Sparrow's Point about 
noon, in the rain, and were entertained by 
Major T. 8. Bent, President of the Maryland 
Steel Company, until 1 o'clock, when all started 
for the Marine Department. : 

The weather had cleared a little, and every- 
thing was in readiness for the trial. A score of 
mecbanios were on the Longuell, whose fore 
hold, containing the great gun, lay directly un- 
der the shears. 

The truck which was to receive the monster 
cannon was run alongside the vessel, with a lo- 
comotive attached, and also a carload of ties, 
to be used for bracing and blocking purposes. 
A half-dozen of the men, under the direction 
of Herbert Stone, boss rigger of the shipyard, 
made the two-inch chains fast to the gun at the 
breech. Another chain was fastened to a great 
iron strap four inches thick, by which the piece 
of ordnance was hoisted at Hamburg. 

When all was secure the word was given to 
hoist away, and the hydraulic machinery was 
putin motion. Thechains créaked a little as 
the great weight was lifted off the vessel's bot- 
tom, and it was only raised about two feet at 
first while asupportof the ties was put under 
it. 

Then up it went ‘another two feet. and an- 
other two, until it rested on a pile of ties six 
feet high. 


THE SHEARS, 


The shears handled it so easily that it was 
decided that there was no danger of a break, 
aud Superintendent King gave the order tu con- 
tinue lifting until the gun was clear of the deck. 
This was done at the rate of a foot a minute. 
It was now euccessfully swung to the sixteen- 
wheeled truck, where it was lowered as easily 
as one would put a obild in a oradle. 

The greatest piece of ordnance ever seen in 
America was now on American soil, and in 
honor of the event the Stars and Stripes were 
run up to the top of the shears, while the thirty- 
odd spectators under umbrellas cheered as loud 
as they could. 

It had required just thirty-three minutes. 
The Maryland Steel Company's officers, includ- 
ing Superintendent King, were warmly con- 
gratulated by the army and navy officers, who 
pronounced it an admirable piece of work. 

The gun unloaded to-day is 47 feet long, 16%- 
inch bore, and takes a conical shell weighing 
2,200 pounds. The gun is 5 feet in diameter 
at the breech, and can be inoved on its carriage 
by hydraulic or electric power. . 

It is for smokeless powder. It was forged at 
the Krupp works seven years ago, and has been 
fired over fifty times. The sixtecn-wheeled 
truck which will carry it to Chicago is really a 
sort of bridge of iron plates supported on two 
other trucks. The bridge weighs 47,000 pounds 
aud the trucks 128,000 pounds. 

The trucks were built at the Altoona shops of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, and are similar to 
the carriage which brought the great gun from 
Essen to Hamburg. 

The gun will start for Chicago to-morrow 
night, forming @ special train, with the locomo- 
tive and caboose. The railway people expect 
to have it in Chicago by Saturday of next week. 

The last of the Krupp exhibit, consisting of 
two armor plates weighing 40 and 60 tons, 
and the big boiler plate, will be taken out of the 
Longueil to-morrow. 

Mr. Gildehausen, the Krupp representative, 
left for Chicago to-night. He was extremely 
happy that the tussie was over and the gun 
landed. The steel company has paid overa 
thousand dollars in demurrage, but doesn't 
mind that, as it is to be well paid for the work. 

The big shears are impressive. They tower 
more than 100 feet in the alr, and everything 
about them is of a corresponding bigness. Two 
of the legs weigh 22 tons each and the third 10 
tuna more. The tackle with which they are 
equipped is worth seeing. One set of pulleys 
weighs 12 toneand another 8. Between them 
stretch twelve lines of inob-and-a-half steel 
cable. 

In the power house, a wooden structure three 
stories high and about 15 feet square, is packed 
enormously-heavy hydraulic machinery, which 
takes a pressure of over 1,600 pounds to the 
square inch and weighs over 200 tons. Alto- 
gether, the shears and their appurtenances rep- 
resent between 300 and 400 tous of iren and 
steel. 

The shears stand olose to the edge of the 
wharf of the Maryland Steel Company. Two 
of the legs, each 120 feet long, are eet on pivots 
built into the pier as near to the slip as it was 
poasible to put them. With their bases as con- 
tres, they can be moved backward and forward 
like the spokes of a wheel. As the two legs are 
only about twenty feet apart at the bottom and 
come together at the top, the contrivauce looks 
less stable to the unscientific eye than it real- 
1 


"These front legs look like enormous spars, 
thickest in the middle and tapering tow the 
ends. They are built of curved stecl plates, 
braced within in the most substantial manner. 

The thira or hind leg, which is 130 feet long, 
like the others is largestin the middle, but in- 
stead of being round it has two flat, paraliel 
sides, connected by an elaborate system of 
braces. Its outer end joins the tops of the 
othertwo, while the inner one stretobes back 
to the power house, into which it runs when 
the machine is not in use. 

Under ite inner end is an iron structure which 
looks more like an enormous Cirecian helmet 
orest than anything else. It is large enough to 
hold alittle room for the operator, who con- 
trols the big machine by means of four levers. 
Along itstop the third leg travels when the 
shears are moved, the contrivance serving ae 
a xuiding path for the end of the long steel 
beam. 

The power house conceals a vast amount of 
machinery, needed not only to operate the 
shears themeelves but the tackle as well. There 
are heavy cylinders galore, tremendous pistons, 
and all the other apparatus required to set the 
gearin motion. The pressure is brought over 
1,000 feet from ax accumulator in a remote cor- 
ner of the yard. 

In raising heavy weights from a vessel along- 
side the wharf the third leg is pushed out until 
the top of the shears is over the object to be 
hoiste Then the lower set of pulleys is 
dropped until the chains attached to it can be 
fastened to the pieee of freight. In turn the 
weight is raised above the level of the pier and 
then the shears gradually move baok until their 
burdev is above railroad cars, tracks for which 
run just inside the front legs of the contrivance. 
After that it is a simple matter to lower the 
freight to the vebicle which is to carry it away. 

The sheere are painted white, but the iron- 
work of the pulleys and other fittings is un- 
decorated with paint. The power house is not 
strictly ornamental, its purpose being purely 
utilitarian, and it looks just as pretty as the 
carpenters happened to make it-—and no 
prettier.

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TRYING DURST GUN NO. 3. 


—— an 
4 BUSY AFTERNOON FOR THE EXAM- 
INING BOARD AT SPRINGFIELD. 


SPRINGFIELD, Maes., April 7.—The Hampden 
gun being delayed, the National Board of 
Magazine Gun Examiners spent this morning 
considering miscellaneous matters, and took up 
the Durst gun No. 3 after dinner, an additional 
supply of cartridges having been received from 
the Frankford Arsenal. 

A solid afternoon's work was accomplished, 
the examination being continued until dark. 
Several hundred rounds were fired with the 
gun, which stood up creditably under the tests, 
although some of the more severe ordeals, such 
os that for defective cartridges, were not 
reached. The gun was made by the Pratt-Whit- 
ney Company of Hartford, and strongly re- 
sembles the other Durst guns. All use rimless 
cartridges, which, according to the inventor, 
gives them the advantage of loading in less 
space. They have not been materially modified 


since being presented to the previous board, 
although Mr. Durst is generally recognized as 
one of the half dozen inventors who beat 
against the door of Congress until it waa or- 
dered that the question of the national maga- 
zine arm be reopened. 

A few improvements have been made, how- 
ever, prominent among which is the cartridge 
stopin the chamber. Mr. Durst attributed the 
dithoulty with which his guns worked on Mon- 
day to the powder, and although there was no 
fault to find with the Wetterin powder and cart- 
ridges used to-day all further tests of the Durst 
weapons will be postponed’ until special shells 
and powder are received from abroad.

THE SYREN’S STRANGE VOYAGE.

A YACHT IN WHICH THE WATER SICK- 


ENED THE CREW. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., April 7.—The yacht Syren to- 
day sailed for Bermuda, having been put in a 
seagoing condition. The voyage of this yacht 
from London is of great interest. ‘The vessel is 
50 feet long and of 12 tons capacity. Last Vc- 
tober she left England in obarge of Capt. 
Purdy, with a orew of three seamen, for Ber- 
muda. 

The steam apparatus had been taken off, and 
the hole left by the removal of the propeller 
made the vessel unusually hard tosteer. The 
craft was fitted with only two sails, and the 
chronometer put on board was so badly out of 
time that it was impossible for the Captain to 
get his longitude. 

The yacht was started for Bermuda, where, it 
was said, the owner had a plantation. The con- 
tract made was for three months, but 
after the crew had been out about 
seventy-five days the provisions gave out and 
the men made up their minds that the 


last cask of water had been poisoned. 
‘The Captain lost his sextaut and lost al! means 
of locating himself on the seas. Fortunately 
he reached the South Carolina voast. The yacht 
was towed into Savannan, reaching here after 
& Voyage of 138 days. 4 

The vessel had been insured by its owner for 
$10,000. Putting this tegether, with the fact 
that the water had been so bad, all hands 
came to the conclusion that there had been a 
plot.to have the vessel lost. 

According to the boatewain’s story the crew 
came to the conclusion that such a plot had been 
formed when they first began to get sick from 
the effects of the water, which turned blue when 
poured out of the cask into the air. 

The bont bas been refitted, the chronometer 
corrected, and she is now ina better condition 
to meet the gales.

THE BROOKLYN CHIEF IS OPPOSED TO 
UNSEATING LOUNSBURY. 


ALBANY, April 7.—Developments to-day indi-

CANADIAN PACIFIC. 


MONTREAL, April 7.—A new steamship line 
between Vancouver, B. C., and Sydney, N. 8. W., 
to conneét with the Canadian Pagitic 1s about to 
be established. The Government has granted 
$125,000 a year subsidy for two steamers. 

Mr. Shaughnessy, the Vice President of the 
Canadian Pacific, told THE New-York TIMeEs’s 
correspondent that the steamers would be new 
ones, the Warimo and Miawera, of 3,300 tons 
each, the property of Meddart, Parker & Co. of 
Sydney, who would dispatoh the first on May 
10, reaching Vancouver by June 1, stopping at 
Honolulu one day. The Canadian Pacific would 
exchange passengers and freight, but beyond 
that had no connection with the line. 

The two steamers will run during the World’s 
Fair and if trade demands it the number will be 
increased, as the Government has promised the 
subsidy for three years on condition that it will 
be & paying venture for Canadian trade.

PLAN TO DIVIDE THE PROVINCE 
OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


MAINLAND TO BE 6EPARATED 
FROM THE IS8LAND—A CONSPIRACY 
SET AFOOT BY DISAPPOINTED POLI- 
TICIANS—THEY HAVE BELECTED 
MEMBERS OF THEIR GOVERNMENT.

TacoMA, Washington, April 7.—For some 
time a number of citizens in Vancouver and 
New-Westminster, B. ©., have been agitating 
against the present Provincial Government, 
ostensibly beoause the latter failed to bring a 
redistribution meagure at the present session of 
the Legislature. 

The movement was not looked upon seriously 
until to-day, when it was learned thata huce 
scheme is on foot to bring about the separation 
of the mainland from the island and ostablish 
the former &8 a separate Province. 

A Vancouver special says that the principal 
movers are Major Gen. Twigg, at whose resi- 
dence several meetings of the secessionists 
have been iueld; J. B. Keeth, manager of 
the Bank of British Columbla of 
the olty; J. M. Duval, a well- 
known labor agitator; J. C. Brown, M. P., from 
New-Westminster; 8.8. C. Cotton, M. P. and 
Managing editor of the News- Advertiser; Capt, 
k. G. Tatlow, Thomas Kitchen, M. P., from the 
New-Westminster District; J. Balfour Kerr, a 
real estate speculator, and a number of other 
well-known persons. The special continues: 

“The New-Westminster Columbian and the 
People’s Journal of thiacity are controlled by 
secessionists to disseminatetheir views. Agents 
are to be sent out through the rural districts of 
the mainland to educate the people in favor of 
the scheme. 

“The first meeting in this direction has been 
arranged to take place in the Market Hall in 
this city on Saturday night. 

“The secessionists have actually gone so far 
as to nominate the personnel of the provisional 
Government for the mainland, as soon as the 
people are ready for secession. 

“F. 8.Cotton is to be Provincial Secretary and 
Premier; J. C. Keeth, Finance Minister; J. M. 
Duval, Minister of Lands and Work; J. Balfour 
Kerr, Minister of Location. 

“In view of possible forcible objection on the 
part of the people of the island a department 
of provincial constabulary will be created, 
over which Major Gen. Twigg will preside. 

“Capt. R. G. Tatiow will be given command 
of the forces under Twigg, and J. A. Brown, 
M. P., willbe made President of the Council 
without a portfolio. 

“ As yet the schemers have not been able to 
get a lawyer to take the position of Provisional 
Secretary, consequently this portfolio has been 
left open for the time being. 

A short sketch of some of the prime movers 
will be interesting. 

Francis L. Carter Cotton, present senlor repre- 
sentative of Vancouver in the Legislatare, came 
to Vancouver from Fort Collins, Larimer County, 
Col, in 1886, where he had been for a number 
of years previously. Soon after coming 
to Vancouver he ombarked in several enter- 
prises in partnership with a Mr. Gordon, who 
furnished the capital, while Mr. Cotton contrib- 
uted the labor and experience. Mr. Gordon 
afterward withdrew from the partnership ar- 
rangement. 

Little can be saidof J. C. Brown, except that 
he has beenw-politician in his own city. 

J. Balfour Kerr has heretofore been lit- 
tle known in the community, except as 
a money lender and _ speculator. He 
has an impediment in his speech, 
which prevents him speaking beyond a 
whisper, but he has made up for this defect by 
doing the principal secession editorial work in 
the People’s Journal. 

J. M. Duvall is an old-time labor agitator, 
who is a glib talker and has considerable ability. 

J. C. Keith is well-known in Victoria and this 
city, in both of which places he was identified 
with the Bank of British Columbia. He held 
the position of manager of the bank in this city 
for a number of years. 

The other piotters are of small account, ex- 
cept Gen. Twigg, who came to British Columbia 
a few years ago and purchased large tracts of 
land which still remain in a wild state. We is 
noted for his contempt of American manners 
and oustoms. 

Great excitement prevalled to-day when the 
details of the plot became known. The Attor- 
ney General has been communicated with in 
regard to the matter.

DOES NOT WANT ANNEXATION. 


EX-PREMIER MERCIER PREFERS CANA- 
DIAN INDEPENDENCE. 


Ex-Premier Honoré Morcier of Quebec, who 
was at the Aibemarle Hotel yesterday, said that 
he was notin favor of Canadian annexation at 
present, but of Canadian independence. 

‘*In advocating independence in Canada,”’ he 
said, ‘* Ido not do it for the purpose of promot- 
ing annexation to the United States.

* Canada contains about 5,000,000 people, who 
are able to govern themselves. if we could 
secure independence that would be a great 
atep forward.

It would, I think, be useless to attempt annexa- 
tion without first obtaining complete separa- 
tion from Engiand.”

GEORGE I SENEY IS DEAD. 


—~—__—_. 
SUCCUMBED TO AN ATTACK OF HEART 


DISEASE LAST NIGHT. 


George I. Seney died of heart disease at the 
Grand Hotel, Broadway and Thirty-firet Street, 
at a little before 7 o’clock last evening. 

Mr. Beney had been seriously ill for some 
weeks, but it was only recently that he had been 
regarded as dangerously so. 

During the past week his condition was pro- 
nounced critical by his physicians, and it was 
clear that death might take place at any mo- 
ment. 

Mr. Seney had resided at the Grand Hotel for 
several years. [t is said that he was fully 
aware, during the period of bis residence there, 
that he was subject to heart affection. 

All the members of his numerous family have 
been constant in their attendance upon him 
during the week and were at his bedside at the 
last moment. 

George Ingraham Seney was well known 
throughout the country, not only because of his 
extensive charitable and other gifts, but also 
for the gigantic railroad enterprises in which he 
was interested some years ago. 

He was born in Astoria on May 12, 1826. His 
father was the leading Methodist clergyman of 
that place. His paternal grandfather was a 
member of the Firat Congress, and his paternal 
great-grandfather was James Nioholson, first 
Commodore of the United States Navy. Mr, 
Seney was educated at Wesleyan University, 
Middletown, Conp., and at the University of the 
City of New-York, being graduated from the 
latter institution in 1847. 

He began his business career immediately 
afterward a8 paying teller of the Metropolitan 
National Bank. He was successful in his nna- 
merous financial enterprises, and became noted 
for his philanthropy. 

Among his more important gifts were the fol- 
lowing: Wesleyan University, $550,000; to lit- 
erary institutions in Georgia, $225,000; the 
Long Island Historical Society’s Library Fand, 
$100,000; the Seney Hospital in Brooklyn, 
$500,000; the Industrial School for Homeless 
Children, Brooklyn, $25,000; the Brooklyn Eye 
and Ear Infirmary, $25,000; the Brooklyn Libra- 
ry, $62,000. 

At the time of the failure of the Metropolitan 
Bank his fortune was variously estimated at 
from $12,000,000 to $20,000,000, of which 
$9,000,000 was said to have been made in a 
few years by raliroad operations. Among the 
notable enterprises with which he was con- 


nected were the Ohio Central, the Peorta, 
Evansville and Decatur, the Erie and Western, 
the New-York, Chicago and St. Louis, and the 
Kast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia. 

One of Mr. Seney’s greatest operations was 
the sale of the New-York, Chicago and 8s. Louis 
Road, known as the Nickel Plate, to the Van- 
derbilts. ’ 

Mr. Seney was President of the Metropolitan 
Bank from 1877 up to the time of its suspen- 
sion, May 14, 1884,when the Board of Direotors 
was reorganized and he was succeeded by 
Henry L. Jaques. 

The failure of the bank was brought about 
by the many other tinanclal disasters which re- 
sulted in the panic of the Spring of 1884. 

Mr. Seney’s gallery of pictures was one of the 
finest in the United States. There were 137 of 
them in all, valued at $350,000. They were 
assigned to the bank and sold at auction. Mr. 
Seney had previously given a number of valua- 
eee to the Metropolitan Muséum of 

r 

At the time of his retirement from the bank it 
was supposed that Mr. Seney had lost the 
greater part of his fortune, but a large blook of 
the securities of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railroad, which were then con- 
sidered as practically worthless, he was later 
enabled to sell out advantageously. 

He was always a great lover of art, and in 
later years devoted himself almost entirely to 
the collection of pictures. which he afterward 
soid at aconsiderable profit. The last ‘ Seney 
sale ” took place in 1840. 

Mr. Seney was the father of nine children— 
six daughters, all of whom are married, and

LIEUT. DODGK&’S INVENTION. 


THE DEVICE WAS ADOPTED, BUT NEW 
DRVELOPMENTS CAUSED A CHANGE. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—There is an interesting 
incident connected with the report of the board 
of officers detailed to examine the blanket-roll 
supportforthearmy. The board has reported 
favorably upon the device, which was the in- 
vention of Lieut. Charles Dodge, Twenty-fourth 
Infantry. Gen. Schofield will actupon the re- 
port, and, if no objection arises, the support 
will be adopted for the service. 

Some weeks ago Lieut. Dodge asked permis- 
sion to have his device manufactured at Rock 
Island Arsenal, with authority to supervise the 
mauufacture. Orders to this effect were issued, 
but were soon revoked on the recommendation 
of Gen, Flagier, Chief of Ordnance, who discov- 
ered that Lieut. Dodge bad patented his inven- 
tion and had sold the patent toa private con- 
cern, &® proceeding which would put the 
Government to the expense of paying a royalty 
to the makers. 

Gen. Flagler said that the Government ought 
not to pay the expense of manufacturing and 
developing an invention of which some one else 
would reap the benefit. This incident may cre- 
ate objection to Lieut. Dodge's deviee when it 
comes up for final approval. The support is re- 
garded as a valuable invention.

BRITAIN WiLL DIRECi. 


—— 
CANADA COMPLAINS ABOUT THE IN- 
CREASE IN HER STANDING ARMY. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, April 7.—Britain is now di- 
recting Canada’s military policy, and it ob- 
tained this direotion by the tactics ef the last 
commander it sent out for the Canadian militia, 
Major Gen. Herbert. He found fault with the 
nilitia, and, as his complaints appeared plausi- 
ble, the Governor virtually gave him control of 
the Department of Militia. 

The resuit is that Canada is to have what it 
has strongly opposed throughout a quarter ofa 
century, an increase in its standing army. That 
the increase bus not been devided upen in con- 
sequence of any fear that Canadian interests 
may suffer is potent from the fact that the in- 
crease is to be made at Esquimalt, B. C., and 
Halifax, N. S., harvors for the shelter of sec- 
tions of the British fieet. 

At Esquimalt the batteries of garrison artil- 
lery are to be increased from four to five and the 
strength of the batteries from 42 to 100 each, 
the linperial standard, and at Halifax the 
strength of the four batteries is to be raised 
similarly. 

This gives these two points 1,000 artillery- 

men, while the rest of Canadas, with a three- 
thousand-mile frontier, has to be content with 
7V0. 
‘ The supplementary appropriations for this in- 
crease were brought down in Parliament imme- 
diately before its prorogation and were rushed 
through.

HastTines, Neb., April 7.—Mrs. Claus Frahm 
of this city met a peculiar death this afternoon. 
She has been confined to her bed by heart 
trouble for some time. This afternoon, while 
alone in the house, she lighted a cigarette to 
deaden the pain. Sbe fell asleep and the cigar- 
ette set fire to the bed clothes. 
Mrs. Frahm awoke and started for the bath- 
room with her olothing ablaze. She jumped 
into the bathtub and turned on the water. it ls 
presumed that she fainted from excitement.

WOULD NOT TOW THE HEKLA 


HER PLEA REFUSED BY CAPT. 
RUPE OF LA NORMANDIE, 


FACTS NOT REPORTED ON THE FRENCH 
LINER’S ARRIVAL—THEIR TRUTH 
ADMITTED BY THE AGENTS—31@- 
NALS THAT PASSED—NO WORD 
SINCE OF THE MISSING STEAMSHIP. 


The Thingvalla Line steamship Heklais now - 
twenty-four days out from Christiansand. The 
only news so far received from her has been 
bad news. . It was brought a week ago by the 
French Line steamship La Normandie. 

The Captain of that vessel simply reported 
upon his arrival here that he had sighted the 
Hekla on March 27, 1,400 miles to the eastward 
of Sandy Hook. 

Nothing in the reportof the commander of 
the Freneh liner was said about assistance 
being asked and refused, and it was only yes- 
terday that the real facts were made known. 

A transcript from La Normandie’s log was se- 
cured, and when it was shown to the agents 
they admitted that Capt. Rupe had reported the 
real facts to them. The signals which were 
made from the Hekla, a record of which was 
kept in the Frenchman’s log, tell theirown 
story. The Hekla first signaled: 

“ Attention—shaft is broken—temporarily re- 
paired—will you tow me to port?” 

After the signals had been hauled down, La 
Normandie hoisted a flag indicating that they 
had been understood, and then answered the re- 
quest for a tow in the negative. The Hekia re- 
pliea: 

* Report me by telegraph to my agents.” 

La Normandie then asked by signal: 

“ What is your rate of sailing?” 

The reply was: 

“ Thirty-eight.” 

This, according to the agents, meant that the 
engines were making thirty-eight revolutions 
per minute, which they estimate would give a 
speed of about seven knots per hour. : 

Before parting company La Normandie asked: 

“Do you want me to take your passengers ?” 

The Hekla replied in the negative and the two 
vessels separated. 

At the office of the French Line yesterday 
there was no disposition to censure Capt. Rupe. 
Captains of that line, it was said, were not 
authorized when carrying passengers and mails 
to take a crippled vessel in tow unless it was 
necessary to save life. They were instructed to 
use all efforts to save life; but were not allowed 
to delay their journeys for the purpose of sav- 
in property. z 
m Capt. Rupe’s statement it was ja 

that the lives of these on board the Texts = 
not imperiled when La Normandie refused the 
request for a tow. 

‘he many who are interested in the weltare of 
the overdue steamship felt somewhat relieved 
Thursday night by the report of Capt. Vander 
zee of the Netherlands-American steamship 
Veendam. He reported that he had sighted on 
March 4an unknown three-masted steamship 
which was headed to the westward. . 

This was thought to be the Hekla. It was 
suaeezee yesterday by Capt. Vanderzee, who 
said that the vessel referred to by him was 
an Oil-tank steamsbip and not the Hekla, as 
was at firet supposed. 

Agents of the Hekla were inclined to think 
yesterday that Capt. A. G. Thompsen, who 
commands the vessel, had concluded not to 
further strain his orippled engines by attempt- 
ing to breast the heavy westerly gales and had 
headed hie ship back for Euro Westerly 
gales are known to have prevailed in the lo- 
cality where the Hekla was last sighted. 

The steamship Thomas Anderson, which - ar- 
rived in port three days ago, reports having 
encountered there a heavy gale from the west- 
ward. That wason Maroh 28. one day after 
the La Normandie passed the vessel. The storm 
continued until March 31, and blew with such 
violence that the Anderson could make only 
little headway againstit. On one day she ran 
only ninety miles. 

The Hekla has 86 cabin and 611 steerage pas. 
sengers on board. She is a Danish steamship of 
2,223 toms register.

EMPLOYES FAIL TO AGREE,

A CHANCE FOR MORE TROUBLE ON 
THE ARANSAS PASS ROAD. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, April 7.—The trouble 
between the brakemen and conductors of the 
San Antonio and Aransas Pass Railroad has not 
yet been settled. Ten days ago a grievance 
committee of brakeman waited upon Charles B. 
Peck, Assistant General Manager of the rail 
road, and asked that the latter sign new articles 
of agreement. Mr. Peck said that the proposed 
articles conflicted with those in effect with the 
conductors of the road, and he suggested that 
the brakemen and conductors get together and 
devise & mutual agreement. The two branches 
of employes met as suggested, but were unable 
to agree. 

This morning the brakemen’s grievance cem- 
mittee again waited on Mr. Peck and pressed 
its demands, whioh were refused. A grievance 
committee of conductors also visited Mr. Peok 
to-day and requested that he sign new articles 
of agreement which had been prepared. As 


this proposed agreement conflicted with that of 
the brakemen, Mr. Peck refused also to sign it. 
He advised both committees to confer together 
and see if they cculd not settle the difference 
between themselves. If they cannot, Mr. Peck 
will present articles of agreement in behalf of 
the company for the employes of both branches 
of the service to sign. ? 

The brakemen say that they will go on @ 
strike if their demands are not acceded to with- 
in the next few days.

CHICAGO’S DRINKING WATER. 


ENGLISH VISITORS ARE REASSURED AND 
GIVEN A LITTLE ADVICE. 


Lonpow, April 7.—The report of the commis- 
sioners sent by the Lance/, the leading medical 
journal of Great Britain, to make an examina- 
tion regarding the sanitary condition of Chi- 
cago, with a view to the better information of 
British visitors to that city during the coming 
World’s Fair, states that all the samples of 
Chicago River water examined shewed an ap- 
palling pollution by animal refuse indisorim- 
inately mixed with common sewage. At cer- 
tain points the condition of the river was worse 
than that of crude sewage. 

The analysis of the water of Lake Michigan 
failed to furnish any distinct evidenoe of serious 
pollution. Nota single sample of the ordinary 
supply was found entirely free from sediment 
which, in the majority of instances, consisted of 
Vegetable débris. Numerous organisms, chiefiy 
of the kind peculiar to pond water, were found. 
With proper and eflicient filtration, however, 
the report says, there was nothing to suggest 
that the water was not well suited for domestic 
and dietetic purposes, and the residents of Chi- 
cago were evidently aware of the desirability of 
filtration. Iwo samples hud been through 
Pasteur filters; nevertheless, these were bad, i 
not worse than the ordinary unfiltered supply. 
The explanation of the anomaly was not far to 
seek. lt was customary. apparently at all sea- 
sons of the year, to float g eces ef ice in the 
drinking water, but no discretion was exer- 
cised in the choice of pure and safe ice. 

“1t may be said truly,” continues the report, 
“thatthe water supplied from Lake Michigan 
is good throughout, and, provided it is eiti- 
ciently filtered and boiled, there would be no 
chemical objection to ite potable use. Indeed, 
it compares very favorably with that supplied 
toLondon Itis, however, liable to very seri- 
ous pollution as long as the vileat refuse of the 
city is thrown into the lake. But the analyses 
made de not prove that this has hitherto caused 
‘mischief. As regards the sources of the water 
supplied from Waukesha to Washington 
Heights, they are less well adapted for ordinary 
wasbing and manufacturing purposes, but, in 
respect to organic purity, they are eyual and 
probably far superior to the ordinary supply.” 

The Lancet, in commenting on the report, 
counsels visitors to use no water but that which 
has been boiled and filtered, and concludes: 

“ Our examination has led, on the whole, to a 
reassuring result; but we cannot fee) free from 
serious misgiving until reassured on the ques- 
tion of contamination by ice. The statistics in 
our possession show that Chicago suffered from 
typhoid fever nearly eight times as muob as 
London in 1590, and nearly twelve times as 
much as London in 18¥1, To our own people 
we commend, in the strongest terms, the ad- 
vice to drink mo water which has been cooled in 
contact with ice. To the people of Chicago we 
appeal to provide @ water euppiy free from this 
reproach.’

Two years ago Chicago decided, says the 
Medical News in an article on the sanitary con 
dition of that city, that one of ita chief duties 
was to offer a clean and healthy abode to visit- 
ore to the World's Fair. Although the city’s 
trinking water then came from a crib two miles 
out in Lake Michigan, a certain amount of less 
pure surface water was admitted to the tunuel. 
The crib was repaired and work on @ new tun- 
oel, extending four miles into the lake, was 
hastened. 

At the same time improvements were made in 
the sewerage system. The Chicago River was 
made to flow more constantly opposite to its 
normal direction, and it now carries much of 
the city sewaxe into the Iilinois River instead 
of into the lake. 

The new tunnel was first used last November, 
and its effect is very apparent. There has been 
® diminution in the albuminous amnmoniates 
and the chlorides and in the number of microbes 
to the cubic centimeter. In spite of the purity 
of the drinking water the oitizens, hotels. aud 
restaurants are generally sterilizing it or using 
Pasteur filters. in the World’s Fair grounds, on 
every corner, are free supplies of sterilized 
water,and in addition to the general eupply 
Waukesha spring water, of great purity, has 
been intreduced through ninety miles ef pipes. 

The wortality in Chicago in 1402 was 18.2 in 
a thousand, or 20 per cent. lesa than in 1891, 
and considerably under the rate in New-York, 
Brooklyn. Boston, Philadelphia, and Baitimore. 
The deaths from typhoid fever and smalipox 
have largely decreased since the opening of the 
pew tunnel, and there is no fear of an epidemic.

MEXICO’S NEW TAXES. 


—_—__——_— 
EXPORTS NOT EXPECTED TO SUFFER BY 
THB TEMPORARY DUTIES, 


City oF Mgxtco, April 7.—The new taxes on 
exportations of coffee and henequen have been 
opposed by planters, as was naturally expected, 
but as producers of these articles are making 
profits exactly in proportion to the deprecia- 
tion of silver, it is not considered unfair that 
they should help to pay a larger share of the 
cost of government, which is greatly affected 
by the decline in the white metal. The new 
taxes are only a temporary measure, and will be 
placed in the budget for the coming fiscal year, 
and will not be treated as permanent. The 
Government is not going to undertake the 
establishment of a policy unfriendly to exports, 
and Finance Minister Limantour, whose whole 
record is that of a liberal and progressive 
statesman, rejected a proposition to place an 
export tax on ores, hides, skins, and tobacco, 
believing that these articles should not be 
taxed. 

The policy of the Finance Department is more 
likely within the present year to take the direo- 
tien of a reduction in duties on imports, and 


especially on lines of textile fabrios, printing 
paper, &c., on which the tremendous exchange 
premium acts in reality as an augmentation of 
the tariff which is diminishing imports and 
therefore reducing revenue. The Government's 
new duties will yield nearly $1,000,000. The 
tax on coffee will not affect the sale of coffee 
lands, as the profit is so large that the tax will 
not be felt by growers. 

A dispatch from kere on March 29, published 
extensively in the United States, said that the 
building of the Tehuantepec paiwer had been 
go seriouslg delayed by bad weather that it 
eould not be completed by April 1, the time set 
in the contract, but the fact is that the contract 
does not require the completion of the line until 
June 20, while the Government agrees to make 
a proper allowance for high water and heavy 
rains. The contractors were annoyed by the pub- 
heation of erroneous statements, and they say 
that they are much further advanced with the 
work than they hadexpected to be. They will 
by the lastof this month have completed sud 
in operation 260 kilometers, leaving ten more 
of tinished grade and a gap of thirty kilometers 
under rapid construction. These thirty kilo- 
meters are between the rivers Jumuapa and 
Jaltipan, and there will be some slight delay ip 
briaging them, as they are wide and require 
eareful work. Utherwise the work is well ad- 
vanced. ; 

A stir has been created in railway circles, 
however, by the official decree of the Govern- 
ment which has just been issued, declaring the 
forfeiture of the concession granted Henry 
Gosselin for a railroad from Vaxaca to Tehaun- 
tepec. The large deposit of money which Mr. 
Gosselin made with the Government asa guar- 
antes that the terms under which the econces- 
sion was obtained would be complied with bas 
been ordered turned into the national Treasury. 
The cause of the concession being cancelled 
was the failure of Mr. Gosselin to carry out his 
contract promptly. This road, had it been com- 
pleted, would have been one of the most im- 
ortant links in the proposed Pan-American 
ine. It would have connected the Mexican 
fouthern Koad with the Tehuantepec Isthmus 
Road.

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HEALTH BOARDS CRITICISE 
NEW-YORK’S QUARANTINE FACILI- 
TIES INADEQUATE. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR GUARDING AGAINST 
CHOLERA o¥ 
INSPECTION—WORK OF THE CON- 
FERENCE’S FINAL SESSION—“‘ A BUG- 
BEAR,” SAYS ILLINOIS. 


FOLLOW A TOUR 


The International Conference of Boards of 
Health, which is trying to keep cholera out of 
the country this Summer, gave most of its at- 
tention to the port of New-York yesterday. 
With emphatio words the doctors declared that 
the safety of interior Ktates depended largely 
on the efficiency of the quarantine at New-York, 
and, leaving other questions, they tried to sat- 
isfy themselves if New-York could protect 
them. 

The doctors visited the Quarantine station 
down the bay and inspected all the appliances 
for killing such microbes as may reach that 
station. They visited Ellis Island and saw the 
stream of unwashed Europeans, with their 
dirty bags and bundles, as it flowed in. They 
conferred with the physicians and others who 
are charged with exeouting the State and 
national laws governing immigration, and then 
decided that the interior States are not safe un- 
less some changes in the present methods here 
are adopted. 

The conference then listened to more reports 
from State officials, refused again to recognize 
the National Marine Hospital Service as an 
organization which should be allowed to regu- 
late quarantine between States, elected oflicers, 
and took a final adjournment after the busiest 
day of its three days’ session. 

About thirty members of the conference 
went to the quarantine islands down the bay. 
They were the guests of the New-York State 
Quarantine Cummission, and Commissioners 
Allen and Anderson went with them. The 
steamer J. E. Moore took the party from the 
Battery at 11 o'clock. 

{t had been the intention to visit Camp Low 
at Sandy Hook, but tue storm did not agree 
with the visitors. 

The first stop was made at Ellis Island, and 
the doctors lookea with manifest interest while 
the officials there passed 800 immigrants that 
had just arrived from Italy. Dr. Wheeler of 
Ellis Island explained the processes which an 
immigrant undergoes at the station there. 

“We issue a certificate to each one,” said Dr. 
Wheeler, “showing that he has been through 
the station properly.”’ 

“What does itamount to as indicating the 
health of the immigrant!” asked Dr. Baker of 
Michigan. 

“Nothing,” said Dr, Wheeler. ‘“‘We have 
nothing to do with contagious diseases. Those 
are disposed of at the quarantine station. We 
prevent those immigrants who are not adinissi- 
ble under United States laws from going to the 
city. The certiticate simply shows that the man 
has been through the mill. They are not in- 
tended to indicate anything as to the health 
of the ones who have them.” 

“We get them in the interior States,” said Dr. 
Baker. “I believe they do more harm than 
good, for they may be misleading to Health 


Officers ininterior States who do not under- 
stand their siguiticance.”’ 

* They signify just what they say, and they 
gay nothing as to health,” said Dr. Wheeler. 

“Se much grist has to go through this mill 
that it can't be very closely looked after, it 
seems to me,’ said Dr. MoCormack, President 
of the conference. 

At Quarantine Health Officer Jenkins joined 
the party, and Hoffman Island was visited. The 
disinfecting apparatus Was examined carefully. 

“We propene to make some changes,” said 
Dr. Jenkins, “by which fully nine times as 
much baggage may be put through the heating 
chamber. All that is needed is an arrangement 
eo that the baggage may be taken out without 
allowing the ghamber to cool, That will be 
done soon.” 

At Swinburne Island, the hospital, the ceme- 
tery, and the vault were examined, and a lunch- 
eon was served. 

On the way back to the city a committee, con- 
sisting of Drs. Patton, Plunket, McCormack, La 
Chapelle, Probst, and Wells, prepared a report 
and recommendations with reference to the 
quarautine system in New-York. The commit- 
tee went to the pilot house on the steamer and 
held a conference, at which the following re 
port was agreed on. It was read and adopted 
at the conference last night: 


Resolved, That it be expressed as the sense of this 
conferenoe, representing the health authorities of 
the United States, Canada, and Mexico, that the im- 

ortance of having maintained at the port of New- 

fork a thoroughly-eflicient system of quarantine 
against imported pestilence is so great as to warrant 
he conference in offering certain urgent recom- 
mendations. 

Inasmuch as the State of New-York has assumed 
the responsibility of, carrying on the important 
work, upon the equipment and eilticilency of which 
other States must o! necessity largely depend, the 
representative of those States and communities teel 
themselves justitied in urging that the present plant 
and appliances ior the performance of quarantine at 
Hoffman Island be so Gularged and improved as to 
conform to the bighest standard of modern improve. 
ment. 

The conference recognizes the fact that the pres- 
ent quarantine adwinistration has labored under the 
disadvautage of having Ww operate a system bur. 
dened with grave inherited defects, and full credit is 
accorded for euch good work as has been done by the 

resent active quarantine officer. The conference is 
pformed that several important improvements are 
contemplated, and as s00n as practicable these will 
be instituted. It is intended to increase the area of 
Hotitman Island, the observation and disinfecting 
station, containing the principal quarantine plant, 
from Uwo acres Lo about ten. 

The facilities for the disinfection of baggage and 
bedding are deemed entirely inadequate. ihe con- 
ference is informed thatan extension of the same 
to about nine times ils present capacity is contem- 
plated, but in view of the constant menace trom 
cholera the conference urgently recommends that 
these facilities be furnished immediately. 

1f practicable itis also recommended that a wharf 
in decp water be built for the better accommodation 
of vessels under treatment at Hoffman Island. The 
supply of drinking water in cisterns is such as to 
renuer its contamination at these stations possible, 
and the necessity of a bettor arrangement is impera- 
live. 

It appears that no disinfection of immigrants’ 
baggaae other than on vessels has been practiced at 
the port of New-York since last October, and this 
conference formally protests against the continuance 
of this neglect. 

The conference also deome it its duty to report that 
the certificates at present issued by the United 
States officiais at Eliis Isiand, as represented by Dr. 
Wheeler of that service, have no value whatever in 
qvaranteeing any previous inspection or disinfeo-. 
tion of immigrants’ baggage, as this station is not 
designed for yuarantine work. 

The hospitalat Swinburne Island is well equipped, 
and the crematory attached to the same is one ~ gos 
proved construction. 

A statement from Dr. Jenkins with reference 
to the charge that bexgage was not disinfected 
was added as a footnote to the report. He said 
thatecver since the cholera scare immigrants’ 
baggage from ports where vholera had then 
existed had been disinfected on shipboard. 

The conference met at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
at 7:30 o’clock and listened to areport by Dr. 
F. W. Reilly of the Illinois Board of Health on 
“What has been done by the Illinois State 
Board of Health to protect the territory in its 
jurisdiction against cholerat’”’ 

[t said that the Illinois board does not share 
in the “‘general apprehension and dread of 
Asiatic cholera.”’ An outbreak of it might ve 
more easily suppressed than one of any other 
of the so-called contagious and infectious dis- 
eases, the report said. The board held, there- 
fore, that the measures of protection against 
the more prevalent and frequeut diseases are 
sufficient for Asiatic chelera. The report con- 
tinued: “‘ The board has endeavored to educate 
the public tuto a knowledge and belief that 
Asiatic cholera is largely a bugbear.” 

With reference to the water in Chicago the 
report said: 

“The Chicago water supply, concerning which 
there was serious ground for apprehension until 
the recent completion of what is known as the 
‘four mile tunnel," is now claimed by competent 
experts to be the best of any large city tn the 
world. ‘To this general claim, however, exception 
must be made as to the supply furnished to the 
Hyde Park district Owing to unavoidable delay 
in the extension of the Hyde Park tunnel to the 
projeeted distance, this supply is at times, and in 
varying degrees, attected by shore contamination. 

“To guard against this danger all the water fur- 
nished from this source to the World's Fair grounds 
is sterilized by the Pasteur process; a supply from 
the Waukesha cry has been piped to the ground 
and vicinity, and the feasibility of extending a con- 
pection between the Hyde Park system and the four- 
mile tunpel is now being investigated. If this can 
be done the Hyde Park tunnel supply could be aban. 
doned pending the completion of the tunnel exten- 
sion, the date for which is now tixed at June 15." 


Dr. Probst reported that the Ohio State Board 
of Health bad supreme authority.

BUILDINGS IN THE WORLD’S FAIR 
DISTBICT LEVELED. 


4 BIG WAVE IN THE CHICAGO RIVER— 


MANY WESTERN TOWNS SUFFER IW 


THE 8TORM—SNOW AND HIGH WINDS 
IN THE EAST—ERIE’S ICE BLOCK- 
ADE BROKEN. 


CHICAGO, April 7.—In the storm early this 
mornipg the Plymouth Hotel, a World’s Fair 
hostelry at Seventy-second Street and Stony 
Island Avenue, collapsed. The building was 
one of the largest of the World’s Fair hotels and 
was almost completed. In its fall the building 
crushed another structure, which was to have 
been used for restaurant purposes in connection 
with the Plymouth. Both buildings were 
owned by William Searles of Plymouth, Ind., 
and were valued at $25,000. 

Another big building in the World's Fair 
district collapsed with surprising suddenness 
this afternoon. It was what is known as the 
Panorama Building, just outside the exposition 
grounds, at the corner of Fifty-seventh Street 
and Stony Island Avenue. The building was 
erected up to the roof line, and the fifty work- 
men engaged in its construction had just 
knocked off for luneh when a gust of wind 
caused the complete collapse of the structure. 

A huge wave this morning swept suddenly 
into the mouth of the Chicago River, tearing a 
number of vessels from their moorings, and 
temporarily grounding the steamer City of 
Venice and the schooner Mabel Wilson. Some 
people were inclined to attribute the phenom- 
enon to selamic disturbances in Lake Michigan. 
Others said it was due to the unseasonably high 
temperature, and a rapid change in the direc- 
tion of the wind. 

Reports from pointe south of here indicate 
that a gale almost approaching a cyclone in 
severity is sweeping Southern Illinois, Iowa, 
and Missouri, and that much damage has been 
done. 

The wind hasin a great measure prostrated 
the telegraph wires, and full reports are not ob- 
tainable. Itis feared that in remote sections 
there may heve been loss of life, although so far 
none has been reported. 

The weather has suddenly turned oppressive- 
ly hot, and the wind is blowing southwest, the 
direction in which tornadoes and cyclones gen- 
erally originate. Along the lakesin Lower 
Michigan, also, there has been much loss of 
property 

LacoriA, Mioh., April 7.—A most destructive 
storm visited here this morning. A dozen barns 
were blown down, and a windmill was blown 


over 100 yards. Several houses were blown 
from their foundations. The house of Lou Dal- 
rymple was struck by lightning and split in 
two, but the family fortunately escaped. Great 
damage was done to orchards and shade trees, 
and fences and outbuildings are leveled in all 
directions. 

ROCKFORD, IIL, April 7.—The heaviest wind- 
storm of the season prevailed here at an early 
hour this morning. Swali buiMings throughout 
the ee | were tipped over and many trees were 
leveled to the ground. At Cherry Valley a two- 
story brick building was demolished, and box 
cars were blown from the tracks. 

SouTH Haven, Mich., April 7.—The worst 
gale on record struck South Haven and vicinity 
about 1 o'clock this morning. The cover of the 
Water-works standpipe was blown off, and many 
chimneys were blown down. There was an im- 
mense fall of rain. 

South of the town great damage was done to 
farm buildings. Many barns were leveled and 
others had roofs torn off. A schoolhouse was 
coment wrecked. Itis reported that many 
buildings were struok by lightning. 

ERIE, Penn., April 7.—The gale struck Erie 
early thie morning With a sixty-mile-an-hour 
velocity. In the surrounding country honses 
and barns were unroofed and orchards blown 
down. Ip the city unfinished buildings were 
ruined, roofs were torn off, and damage was 
done to the extent of $15,000 or $20,000. The 
gale raised the ice blockade at this port, drove 
it toward Canada, and let in the Pigeon from 
Toledo with the first cargo of grain. 

SYRACUSE, N, Y., April 7.—About three inches 
of snow fell this morning. High winds pre- 
vailed all night, 

Fonpa, N, Y., April 7.—Almost five inches of 
snow fell in the Mohawk Valley between 10 A. 
M. and 2 P. M. to-day. Tha snow was accom- 

anied by a high wind. I[t became warmer 

= in the day, and the snow was followed by 
rain. 

CATSKILL, N. Y., April 7.—Four inches of 
snow fell here to-day, and sleighs were brought 
out again. 

Ronpout, N. Y., April 7.—Four inches of 
snow fell in this city to-day. At Stamford there 
is over a foot of snow on the ground. 

Nk&W-HaAvVEN, Conn., April 7.—A driving 
snowstorm, which began ‘at 10 o'clock this 
morning, continued all day, and prevented the 
ball game between the Bostons and Yales. 
Travel is much impeded over the street-car 
lines, and trains on the Consolidated Road are 
about an hour late.

ROCHESTER, N. Y,, April 7.—When the trial of 
the Rochester retail coal dealers, indicted for 
conspiracy in raising the price of coal, was re- 
sumed this morning before Justice Adama, ex- 
Senator Raines, counsel for the coal dealers, 
finished his argument in support of his motion 
to dismiss the indictments on the ground of in- 
sufficient evidence. Justice Adams refused to 
grant the motion, and Martin W. Cook opened 
the case for the defendants. He stated that the 
line of the defense would be to show that what 
Was alleged to have been agreed npon to be 
done was not injurious to commerce or trade. 

“ The defense would show,” Mr. Cook further 
said, ‘that the Rochester dealers make a small- 
er percentage of profit than in many other 
eities, and uch smaller than that made in other 
branches of trade. Last May, owing to the 
rise made by the producers, the wholesale 
dealers in town were able to make a profit of 
only 46 cents per ton, In July this profit was 
cutdown to 26 cents by another advance or- 
dered by the shippers.” 

The defense introduced the testimony of a 
number of leading citizens to show that they 
had purchased coal since the combine had been 
in operation ata price much below that agreed 
upon by the Coa] Exchange.

turned with an adverse report. 

Since that date many thousand vessels have 
doubled Cape Horn and frequently have been 
driven many degrees further south than was 
absolutely necessary to nfike thetrip. Ipvari- 
ably they have reported a number of schéols of 
whales encountered on their voyages. 

By reason of these reports the whalers of 
England and America have feit obliged to 
doubt the accuracy of the Challenger’s report, 
but in the twenty-two years which have 
elapsed since then no one has had the daring or 
enterprise to undertake a personal survey of 
the waters untill the present time. 

In October last Wright, Bowne & Co. started 
their bark, the Gayhead, from New-Bedford 
with instructions te spend acouple of years in 
the Antarctic, where she is to skirt the ice floe, 
as farsouth as she Can possible reach. She is 
to fish for whales and see if a new hunting 
ground cannot be opened to commerce. The 
Gaybead will extend her voyage over what is 
called the New-Bedford whaling cruise, that 
ordinarily lasts one year but that will keep her 
out avout three years this time. 

The route calls her to pass St. Helena and skirt 
Graham’s Land, from where she will sail to 
Australian waters and then go north, taking in 
the Japanese waters, Bering Sea, and the 
Arctio Ocean. San Francisco will be reached 
about October, 1894. 

The fact of the matter and the one point that 
hase caused this extended exploration trip of the 
Gayhead is that the hunting grounds in the 
North are giving out very rapidly, and the 
whalers bave virtually ceased fishingin Bafin’s 
Bay, Davis Straits, and in, the Spitzbergen 
whaling ground. The “right” and “ powhead” 
whales, which are more desirable on account of 
the bone they produce, are virtually extinct in 
these waters, and the whaling fleet now push on 
to Bering Sea, Okhotsk Sea, and the Arotioc 
proper. 

It is a fact that whalebone and ivory are two 
animal products which art or science have not 
been able to reproduce. Inthe good days of 
plenty, whalebone sold at $1.50 a pound, its 
price to-day is $6. That gives a fair idea of how 
the eupply has diminished in the past ten years. 

Little is known of the waters south of 70° 
south as compared to the Knowledge had of the 
waters north of latitude 70° north. Next to 
nothing is known regarding the Antarctic Ocean, 
and the hope is entertained that the present ex- 
pedition will develop 4 new field to replace the 
old one that is dying out. 

The Gayhead is a 300-ton vessel carrying 
forty men. Bheisin command of Capt. Daniel 
Gifford and First Mate John Thuman. 

Atthe present time an English and Scotch 
company is building three vessels®t Dundee 
for the purpose of sending them into the Ant- 
arctic for whales. Itis not unlikely, therefore 
that in a fow years the whaling fleet that sails 
out of this port will steer south after leaving 
the Hawalian grounds, inatead of going north, 
as they do at present.

Mr. Lyon took Mr. Daly and his party 
under his wing, and introduced them to several 
other staid citizens who straggled up on hear- 
ing the engine blow its whistle at the curve 

hey greeted the Commissioner and bis com- 
panions with quavering voices, and then Mr.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND GUIDED BY 
THE PRINCIPLE OF CIVIL SERVICE 
REFORM—NO GENERAL TUBNING 
@UT—A THOUSAND LESS THAXI IN 
MR. HARRISON’S FIRST MONTH. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The President is not 
wRaware that many of the friends of civil serv- 
foe reform have been reading the paragraphs of 
eomment upon the operations of the Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General with more alarm 
than the examination of the work of Mr. Max- 
‘well will justify. 

Before the office was filled there were many 
ypublications that inspired the belief that, as 
‘goon as Mr. Maxwell was confirmed he would 
atonce begin a massacre of office holders, and 
this expectation, indulged principally by the 
publishers of newspapers who are not atall 
likely to be asked to take Post Offices, supplied 
the basis for the stories that came afterward 
abouta prodigious number of changes taking 
place. 

When the change of Administration came 
there were about 500 offices in which the Post- 
masters had resigned and were awaiting the 
arrival of their successors. There were many 
offices from which the Inspectors had recom- 
mended the removal of the Postmasters. The 
Inspectors were, of course, Kepublicans rec- 
ommending the removal of Republicans. Post 
master General Bissell knew that the President 
‘was averse to making removals indiscrimin- 
ately, on the demand of the men who wished to 
test their “* pull,” at once, and he gave it toe be 
understood that the vacancies and places reo- 
ommended to be made vacant should be first 

upplied with Democratic Postmasters. 

And now, when the President and his Post- 
master General have been at work only 
month, the vacancies have not all been filled, 
more vacancies in the meantime oocurring, and 
some of the Postmasters who were reported as 
mot entitled to be retained have been sup- 
Planted by Democrats. Yet there have not 
been as many changes in the firet month of the 
second Cieveland term as there were in the first 
month of Harrison’s Administration by as many 
as a thousand. The figures have not been 
accurately ascertained, but they are not made 
up in the same way when obtained. 

The removals were made four years ago by 
‘wholesale and without any apology. Now they 
are being regulated, as far as possible, by in- 
tent, to those cases in whichthe good of the 
service seems to suggest the supply of anew 
otticer. If some purely political changes have 
been made, that fact may be attribu to the 
gealof the olfice seeker and an imperfect ac- 
quaintance with the situation by some of the 
men who are undertaking to manage the situa- 


tion. 

The President will be regulated jin his man- 
agement of, the Post Office Department by his 
desire and aim to secure good government. 
The same object will be kept in view in any 
effort that may be made to settle the mouey 
question, the tariff question, and all the other 
important questions with which the Adminis- 
tration may be required to contend. 

He is committed to the idea of civil service 
reform and he cannot forget it, but he knows 
that the advocates of that reform will be too 
reasonable to suppose that a President can suc- 
ecssfully fill his office who proceeds upon the 
idea that civil service reform ie all there is of 
the Government of the United States.

EVILS OF RETALIATORY DUTIES. 


CONSIDERED BY THE PRESIDENT, BUT 


NO DECISION REACHED. 


WAsHrNGTon, April 7.—The rapidity with 
which the views of the President, even when 
communicated in a merely suggestive way to 
friends or Cabinet associates, are repeated as 
settled convictions, to be expressed in declara- 
tions of policy, is illustrated by the appearance, 
somewhere, of the report that the President 
Will issue a proclamation suspending the opera- 
tion of the proclamations of President Harrison, 
which impose certain retaliatory duties upon 
goods coming from countries which have re- 
fused or neglected to enter into reciprocal rela- 
tions with the United States. 

The report is not without foundation, but its 
foundation is yet imperfect. The President has 
not reached any determination in the matter. 
His attention has been directed to the subject, 
and heis not unaware of the injury that bas 
been done to the United States and the oitizens 
of some of the countries now subjected to dis- 
criminating and retaliatory duties by the en- 
forcement of the nalties of the reciprocity 
clauses of the McKinley bill. 

But he has not gone further than briefly to 
consider and discuss the matter. He has seen 
some of the figures alluded to in an editorial in 
THE NEW-YORK Times of to-day, in which the 
injurious effects of retaliation are illustrated, 
and he has conversed with members of his 
Cabinet on the subject. But his conversation 
Was not extended or particular, and it had not 
reached the point at which any expressions he 
may have used could be taken to indicate hie in- 
tention to iseue a proclamation withdrawing 
the instructions of his predecessor. 

There ia littie doubt, however, that when the 
President has time to consider this subject he 
willdo something to relieve the country from 
the unnecessary taxation imposed by President 
Harrison under the instructions of M¢cKinley, 
by which all the people of the United States are 
madé partakers in the penalty imposed upon 
those foreign countries that have refused or 
neglected to accept our offer of reciprocity.

YALE’S FINEST DORMITORY. 


—— @—— 
PLANS ALMOST COMPLETED FOR THE 
VANDERBILT BUILDING. 


NEW-HAVEN, Cona., April 7.—Plans for the new 
Vanderbilt Dormitory at Yale have been almost com- 
pleted. In many respects the bailding willbe an 
innevation for an Amerioan university. 

The Vanderbilt Dormitory will be a close repro- 
duction of a similar building on the grounds of one 
of the English universities, being modeled in ac- 
cordance with the expressed wish of William, the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, to whose 
memory the building is erected. Though the ma- 
terial is mot yet definitely decided on, it is under- 
stood thatit will be in close conformity with that 
used in the construction of English buildings of a 
similar character. 

The architecture of the dormitery will be of a late 
Gothic type, with a feeling of Renaissance, and 
based upon the English cullegiate type of Oxford 
and Cambridge. The building will be between Os- 
born Hall and the Art School buildings on the Yale 
campus, being 24 feet from the former and 88 from 
the latter, and will form a half quadrangle, opening 
toward Chapel Street. The dimensions of the main 
Dody of the building will be 181 by 40 feet and of 
the two wings 76 by 40 feet. The dormitory will be 
four stories high and willinclude a basement. The 


entrances will be mostly from the court, the main 
one being by a great archway in a central tower, 
which will be made an tepertens feature of the 
building. This tower will be 40 by 50 foet in dimen- 
sions and five stories a The halle will be spacious 
and ciroularin plan. he staircases will be of iron 
aud marble. 

The suites will, in ponemt consist of a s 16 by 
14 feet and two single bedrooms, each 8 by 16 feet. 
Moat of the sitting rooms will face the court and will 
be lighted by windows. A number of the 
rooms tronting the quadrangle will be constructed 
with oriel windows. Private vestibules will, 
ever practicable, be provided tor each a ment. 
All the sitting rooms will have open fire and 
each suite will have two ~ oy closets. 

On each floor there will be bathrooms fitted in 
marbie and tiles. Both the rooms and the staircase 
balls will be ~~ f lighted and the building will be 
entirely fire- it being the second one on the 
Y campus to possess this advantage.

THE DETROIT SNOWBOUND. 


HER TESTS POSTPONED ON ACCOUNT 
OF BAD WEATHER. 


NEWPORT, R. L., April 7.—The naval board to 
pass on the new cruiser Detroit got aboard at 9 
this morning, and the engineers were soon busy 
preparing their indicators for standardizing the 
propeller over the official mile course at seven, 
ten, twelve, and sixteen knots. 

It was high water at 11:55, and an early 
luncheon wae taken, intending to put the De- 
troiton the course at 1 o’clock. A strong breeze 
was blowing from the southeast, with leaden 
clouds. 

At 12:45 a thick, white fog was seen coming 
in from the south, and soon Castle Hill and the 
city were hidden from view, and with the fog 
came heavy snow, 60 that at 1 o’olock nothing 
could be seen a hundred yards away, and fog 
bells and horns were heard on every side. 

The intended trial runs were abandoned, as 
it was impossible to see the marks on Rose 
Island, the starting point, and Potter’s Cove, 
on Canonicut Island, for the finish. Weather 
permitting, another attempt will be made to- 
morrow, but a start cannot be made until after- 
noon, as it is not high water will 12:46. 

During the morning Naval Constructor Feas- 
ter, assisted unofiicially by Naval Constructor 
Varney, inspected the hull and fittings and 
found everything satisfactory except some 
minor details unfinished, which the contractors 
propose to complete after the official trials. 

Under the direction of Constructor Feastor, 
the crew shifted ballast, & as to bring the De- 
troit down to her proper mean draft of 14 feet 
6inches. Huge bars of pig iron were adjusted 
till the ship beoame properly trimmed and on 
even keel. 

After the runs bere are made the crulser will 
go into Long Island Sound, where she will make 
her long run at waximum speed. The course 
will begin ata point off Stratford Shoals, run- 
ning to an intersecting range at Saybrook, in a 
line joining Faulkner's and Plum Island Lignts. 
The approximate run wiil be 35.98 miles and 
return, and the representatives of the builders 
oupress every confidence that she will make 
fully nineteen knots.

TO LEGALIZE THE LOBBY, 


—_———@——__—_. 
CURIOUS BILL INTRODUCED IN THE 
OHIO LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


CoLumBUR, Ohio, April 7.—A bill to locate and 
legalize professional lobbyists was introduced 
in the Ohio House to-day by Mr. Hale of Sum- 
mit. It is provided that every person or corpo- 
ration that employs any person to act as coun- 
selor or agent to oppose or promote any pending 
bill shall, within one week of such employment, 
cause the name of such counsolor or agent to be 
entered upon the legislative dockets. Until 
this is done the counselor or agent cannot ap- 
pear before any committee. 

The Sergeant at Arms of the Senate and 
House are to keep these dockets. A distinction 
is made between counselor and agent, the for- 
mer being qualified to make arguments before 
committees and the latter to generally hustle 
around among the members. No one is to be 
employed as legislative counselor or axent for 
@ compensation dependent on the passage or 
defeat of any proposed lexislation. 

Members and officers of the Legislature are 
enjoined to notify in writing the presiding ofti- 
cers of the branch of the Legislature of which 
they are members of the misconduct of any 
counselor or agent, which report is to be laid 
before the House and spread upon the Journal, 
and a joint committee is to forthwith investi- 
gate, and on conviction of the counselor or 
agent he shall be disbarred from acting as such 
for tive years. 

Persons or associations employing counselors 
or agents must, within thirty days of the proro- 
gation of the General Assembly, report under 
oath to the Secretary of State the amounts paid 
for the services and expenses of counselors or 
agents under penalty of being disbarred for five 
years from employing any more legislative 
counselers or agents. 





Turkey Must Make Reparation, 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The United States has 
taken vigorous action in regard to the outrages 
on American citizens at Marsovan, in the 
Turkish Dominions, and the violation of the 
mails of the United States Legation. 

Secretary Gresham has cabled to Minister 
Thompson at Cenetantinople, demanding not 
only prompt reparation, but the punishment of 


all parties found guilty in the matter. It is 
understood to be the policy of the United States 
to make this Marsvvan incident a test case in 
our relations with Turkey. There are at the 
present time more than 200 American citizens 
residing in the Turkish Empire, who have the 
management of property to the value of over 
$2,000,000, 


No Sailing Under False Colors. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 7.—Hawaiian Consul 
General Pratt has been notified by the pro- 
visional Government of the Hawatian Islands 
that until further notice no foreign vessel will 
be allowed to change her flag and registry to 
Hawail 

The order is evidently intended to shut outa 
number of foreign-built vessela whose owners 


would like to be placed in position to have their 
property come into the United States with the 
Hawaiian isiands if annexation takes place. 

Among the vessels understood to be anxious 
to change is the British steamer China of the 
Pacific Mail Line.

PRESIDENT PERRY CALLS A SPECIAL 
MEETING OF THE SUPREME BODY 
THE QUESTION OF 


CLUBS 


TO CONSIDER 
EXPULSION—PHILADELPHIA 
CONDEMNED. 


President Howard Perry of the Amateur Athletic 
Union evidently intends to see that the laws of the 
union are enforced, and he will join bands with 
Treasurer Curtis and Secretary Sullivan for the 
purpese of punishing the Atlantic Association for 
ite refusal to recognize the reinetatement of the 
Pitteburg athletes, Yesterday he telegraphed 
Seoretary Sullivan: 

“Two-thirds of the Board of Governors having 
voted in favor of special meeting of Amateur Ath- 
letic Union, you will please immediately issue no- 
tices for same to be held at the Astor House April 
29,3 P. M. Object as stated in mail vote, date 
March 29." 

Since the quarrel between the union and the At 
lantio Association started President Perry bas main- 
tained a strict silence. Now, however, he has placed 
himeelf on record, and says: “‘“My duty is per- 
fectly clear regarding the demand for « special meet- 


ing to consider the suspension or expulsion of the 
Atiantio Association. As to what attitude I shall 
assume when the meeting is held can be briefly voli. 
I consider the Atlantic Association in the wrong, 
and must necessarily uphold the parent body. ‘The 
very first objects of the union—the encouragement 
of systematic physical exercise and education in 
the United States, the improvement and promotion 
of athletic sports among amateurs, and to foster and 
nurture athletics generally throughout the country 
—have been discarded by the Atlantic Association. 
Instead of pulling together as a parent and child 
should, the officials of the Atlantic Association are 
trying to usurp the prerogatives of the supreme 
body and actually decline to abide by its decisions. 

“My «uty as @ loyal President to the union is 
well defined, and you can quote me as being opposed 
to the behavior of the Atlantic Association, and I 
shall certainly vote accordingly. The Columbia 
Club, as well as a number of other prosperoug clubs, 
members of the Atlantic Association, are loyal to 
the Amateur Athletic Union, and, in the eventof a 
eplit, willremain loyal to the governing body. I 
am impressed with the fact that tho Atlantic Asso. 
ciation has alwaya been controlled in the interest of 
the olubs in Philadeiphia. The Quaxer City ciubs 
represented on the board are always a unit on all im- 
portant matters, especially when voting against an 
outside club, and had I been at the meeting on 
March 21 my vote would certainly have been castin 
the negative. 

“It is a misfortune that a rupture of this kind 
should occur at this time, but law is law, aud the 
constitution, by-laws, and general rules of the 
Amateur Athletic Union must be enforced. I could 
quote rule after rule that has been viviated by the 
olficiale of the Atlantic Association, and when their 
attention was called to the fact they replied in let- 
ters which were insolent in character and unfit for 
publication. Article V., Section 3, of the Amateur 
Athletic Union constitution covers the entire case, 
and unless the Atlantic Association comes down 
from its high horse before the Amateur Athletic 
Union holds its next meeting it will have to suffer 
the consequences. That articie reads as follows: 
“aby Violation of the constitution, by-laws, or rules 
of this union, or decisions of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, by any active member of this union, shall 
render such member liable to suspension until the 
next annual or specia! meeting of the union, and to 
expulsion by atwo-third vote of all the active mem- 
bers represented at such meeting.’”’ 

Secretary Sullivan says: “There can be no doubt 
as to what the final outcome will be. he Atlantio 
Association has been insubordinate, and paid no at- 
teption whatever to the ralings of the supreme 
body. Their actions during the past year have cer- 
tainly proved conclusively that they are notin sao- 
cordance with the powers that be, and matters 
should be so adjusted that they will know just where 
they stand, and also what powers they have as an 
association of the Amateur Athletic Union. 
It is amusing to hear the talk of some 
of the officials of the Atlantic Association ques- 
tioning the right of the Amateur Athietic 
Union to enforce its own decisions and 
make rules for its own government and the govern. 
ment of its associations. We have in our possession 
letters from the prominent clube of the Atlantic As. 
sociation, and they are not in aovord with the ac. 
tions of McMillan and Kelley, and they will remain 
loyal to the Amateur Athletic Union, and its decis. 
ions will be enforced, no matter what they may be.” 

Harry McMillan of the Athletic Clab of the 
Schuylkill Navy did not vote on the call for a meet- 
ing, and his actions have caused unfavorable com 
went amoug Amateur Athletic Union officials.

CAPT. BREWER’S FINE 


SHOOTING. 


HE EASILY DEFEATS THOMAS PEACOCK 
IN A LIVE-BIRD MATCH. 


Fifty ardent lovers of pigeon shooting traveled 
through the slush and rain to Dexter Park, on the 
Jamaica Road, L. I., yesterday, to witness the live- 
bird match between Capt. “Jack” Brewer and 
Thomas Peacock, which wound up the three days’ 
shoot of the Inter-State Manufacturers and Dealers’ 
Association. The conditions of the matoh were 
thirty yards’ rise and fifty yards’ boundary. Capt. 
Brewer was to shoot at 100 birds and Mr. Peacock 
at 104. 

The shoot was for a wager. The amount was 
given at various figures. Members of the associa. 
tion who were present said that it was for $100 a 
side, others said that it was for $6500 a aide, but 
when the principals were asked about the amount 
of money involved they showed a marked reticence 


in answering, and declared that they “didn’t know” 
how much it was. After the match, when Capt. 
Brewer was declared the winner, he stated that he 
had been given $1,200 by the stakeholder. 

When the shooting began at noon the small crowd 
of spectators were huddled around the stove in the 
gunroom like so many sheep, They would rush to 
the two small windows when a trap was pulled, but 
would immediately seek the stove again when the 
bird was brought down. Capt. Brewer started the 
ball rolling by bringing down a fast leftquarterer. He 
killee forty-nine birds in snocession, but his fiftietn 
fell dead just out of bounds. Peacock’s work was 
= so good, for out of the first fifty birds he lost 

Tee. 

On the seventy-fifth round both men made shots for 
which they had good cause to complain’ Brewer 
shot first and brought down a towering right quar- 
terer. The bird was as dead as a stone before it 
touched the gronnd, but the strong wind carried it 
ustover the ftifty-yard boundary line, and it Was 
ost. Peacock’s Inck was still worse. He made a 
hit at a straight outward driver, which fell dead with 
its head over the line. There was some discussion 
tor a few minutes as to whether or not the bird was 
lost, bat the rules of the association showed that the 
bird must be counted lost. 

By this time it was getting very dark and the work 
was telling on the eyes of both gunners. Brewer 
had lost four birds, but all had been killed and fallen 
out of bounds. When the match endedat 6:15 the 
score stood Brewer 96 and Peacock 387.

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FOUGHT TO A DRAW. 


BURKE AND BOWEN HAVE AN ALL- 
NIGHT CONTEST AT NEW-ORLEANS, 


NEW-ORLEANS, April 7.—The fight . between

NEW MORTGAGE FOR BIG FUOR, 


PRESIDENT INGALLS ISSUES A CIRCU- 
LAR TO THE STOCKHOLDERS. 


A special meeting of the stockholders of the Cleve- 
and, Chicago, Cincinnati, and St. Louis Railroad 
will be held in Cincinnati on the 10th of next 
month for the purpose of acting on a proposition to 
issue a new mortgage of $50,000,000, bearing not to 
exceed 5 per cent. interest. 

President Ingails has issued a circular to the 
stockholders, in which he says that it is necessary to 
provide atjunction points commodious yards, shops, 
and roundhouses, and, owing to increased business 
on certain divisions, to furnish additional terminals, 
sidings, and some sections of double traok. The 
severe weather of the past Winter, Mr. Ingalls re- 
marks, has shown the defects of the Big Four sys- 
tem so forcibly that the advantage to the stockhold- 
ers from provision being made at once for the proper 
tacilities to handle the traflic economically is almost 
self-evident. The Directors have recently bought 
sixty locomotives and wish to contract at onoe for 


fifty more. Fifty new passenger oars have been or- 
dered, besides a large number of treightcars. it is 
necessary tov putin short sections of double track 
and a large amount of sidings fur passing trains in 
the immediate future, especially on the divisions 
which will be crowded with business during the 
World’s Fair. 

The circular continues: “A point has now been 
reached where your Directors feel thatthe best in- 
terests of the stockholders wili be promoted by a 
more comprehensive and satisfactory plan to finance 
the company. It is, therefore, tuought advisable to 
make a mortgage on all the pyuperty of the company 
to secure not exceeding $50,000,000, running 100 
years, and bearing interest at such rate or rates, not 
over 6 per cent. per annum, as the Directors may 
devermine, principal and interest to be payable in 
gold; about $2Y,000,000 of these bonds, being the 
amount of bonds now vatstanding on the various 
lines, (exclusive of those oi the Cairo Division, the 
Peoria Division, the Michigau Division, and the St. 
Louis Divisign west of Terre Haute,) to be reserved 
for the redemption of said outstanding bonds, a con- 
siderable amount of whiol will mature in 1899, and 
the remainder at various dates over a period of years. 

“The = of your Directors in making the new 
mortgage is to provide tor the present aud future 
construction and equipment requirements of the 
company. itis, therefore, proposed that $5,000,000 
of the new bonds (to bear 4 per cent. interest) shall 
be sold and their proceeds used to cover outlays for 
the construction and additivus already made or in 
progress, or which may be undertaken during this 
and the next fiscal year, and that the remaining 
bonds shall be issued only for like additions there- 
atter toan aggregate not exceeding $1,000,000 in 
any one fiscal year. This amount, it is thought, 
will be sutticlent tu provide for the regular outlays 
for construction and equipment for many years and 
leave the company in a position to pay dividends out 
of its earnings.

There is one member of the United States 
Senate who combines the usually incon- 
sistent characters of optimist and pessi- 
mist. Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts takes 
the gloomiest possible view of the conse- 
quences of having a Democratic majority 
in that body, but of the Senate itself, of 
which he may be called an undivided 
share, he has the highest and most hopefal 
opinion. He resents the suggestion that 
it can be improved, and with par- 
ticular heat, that it can be improved 
‘by the popular election of its mem- 
bers. Mr. Hoar is himself wholly a 
stranger to the ways that have made the 
legislative selection of Senators a scandal 
in cases by no means isolated and hardly 
exceptional, but those cases exist. The 
people see them, and are ashame and 
angry aboutthem. Itisof no use to try 
to ignore it. Popular election may not be 
the proper or the soleremedy, but a remedy 
is plainly needed. 


The cutters and those who employ them 
are not likely to gain anything by carry- 
ing their squabbles into court. The asso- 
ciation of manufacturers failed in the 

_ effort to have a boycotting circular sup- 
pressed by injunction, and the workmen 
are so elated by what they consider a 
legal victory that they talk about bring- 
ing suits against their formeremployers for 
damages. They seem to have got the no- 
tion that the law and the courts are on their 
side in the quarrel because the association 
failed to make out a case. lt is doubtful 
if either side can make anything out of 
litigation, and it requires a Philadelphia 
lawyer to make anything out of their legal 
claims and counter-claims. A little com- 
mon sense and mutual regard for justice 
and fair play would be worth far more 
than lawsuits os a means of settlina the 


dispute, which is a peculiarly tiresome one 


to those not directly concerned in it.

Judge Moors in the Kings County Court 
has refused the motion to dismiss the in- 
dictments against a number of city and 
county officials, growing out of the Colum- 
bian celebration last Fall. There are three 
Aldermen, twenty-one Supervisors, the 
County Auditor, several officers of the 
Building Department, and a contractor who 
must stand trial The indictment against 
City Auditor ANTON WrsBeEr is dismissed 
on the ground that there was no evidence 
before the Grand Jury to warrant its pre- 
sentment. We have no desire to prejudge 
the cases of the officials who are now to be 
brought before the court, but we recognize 
in the present action a most hopeful sign as 
to the possibility of holding men in public 
office to some definite and effective respon- 
sibility for the trust committed to them. 
When that can be done, not only will pub- 
lic business be very much better conduct- 
ed, but the service will be less attractive 
to those who regard “ public office as a pri- 
vate snap.”

From Johore to Chicago is a long way, 
but not too long, it appears, for the mi- 
gratory monarch of Johore. For a ‘‘na- 
tive,’ as the British gazetteers compendi- 
ously describe him, the Rajah, miscalled 
the Sultan in the press dispatches, is of a 
most enterprising turn of mind. He has 
an inveterate habit of turning up at 
World’s Fairs and other cosmopolitan 
functions, and as he travels the double 
wonder grows how he can afford it and 
what he expects to gain byit. A little 
barbarous country with 100,000 of popu- 
lation which can be made to yield its en- 
lightened ruler enough of revenue to ena- 
ble him to roam the globe in state must be 
an interesting study to political econo- 
mists. The Rajah himself will be astudy of 
not less interest to the Chicago reporters. 
When he arrives and they get at him itis 
to be hoped that the Chicago public will 
be enlightened upon the nature and func- 
tions of * gambier” and “‘ dammar,” which, 
it appears, are two of the exports of 
Johore that help to defray the traveling 
expenses of the Rajah. 


The market price of a box of tin plate of 
the standard grade in this city is now 
$5.50. The price of the same tin plate at 
Liverpool], free on board for shipment, is 
$2.97. The duty is $2.37, of which $1.29 
is the addition imposed by the McKinley 
tariff. The wholesale buyer in this market 
pays the duty and 16 cents per box for 
freight charges and profit.

STATE AND NATIONAL HEALTH 
JURISDICTION, 
The discussions of the doctors who have 
been conferring in this city for the last 
few days upon questions of quarantine and 
defense against cholera have been disturbed 
by a serious difference of opinion as to the 
limits of State and national jurisdiction. 
As these doctors are mostly representatives 
of State Boards of Health, a majority of 
them take a “State rights” view of the 
case, and some go so far as to maintain that 
the national authorities have no right to 
meddle in the matter at all. This contro- 
versy is significant mainly because it indi- 
cates the constant liability to conflict of 
authority that comes from the failure of 
Congress to assume jurisdiction within 
clearly-defined limits. 
There is really no reason why the limits 
of State and National jurisdiction should 
not be clearly defined, and there will be 
controversy and conflict of authority 60 
long as Congress refrains from providing 
for the exercise of the power that belongs 
to the National Government and that can 
be effectively exercised by it alone. There 
is no question that a State, through its 
“police power,” can take all necessary 
measures for the protection of the health 
ofthe people within its limits so long as 
these measures do not interfere with the 
interests of the people of other States. It 
alone has to do with the sanitary condition 
of its cities and towns, the purification of 
the water supply ofits people, and the con- 
trol of causes of disease and of the move- 
ments of traffic that promote its spread 
within the limits of the State. 

It is equally clear that the National Govy- 
ernment has no jurisdiction to interfere 
with questions of local sanitation or the 
protection of the public health within any 
State. It has no jurisdiction at all on the 
subject of public health as such. But 
when it comes to matters of quarantine 
and of dealing with epidemics and conta- 
gious diseases, which have ‘ho respect for 
State lines, a wholly different question of 
jurisdiction comes into view. The most 
prominent feature of quarantine regula- 
tion is an interruption of commerce and 
an interference with travel. That is the 
essential feature of it in its relation to pub- 
lic authority and the exercise of official 
jurisdiction. It is a matter that pertains 
of necessity to the power to regulate com- 
| merce, rather than the power to protect 
public health. 

Now, in the regulation of commerce with 
foreign nations and between the several 
States, the national jurisdiction is beyond 
question, and is exclusive because it is 
} aneciadly conferred upon Congress by the 





Constitution of the United States. No | company to make trial of it. It has the 
| distinct merit of dispensing with outside 


State board or officer has the slightest au- 
thority to detain a vessel coming from a 
foreign port, or to prevent or interfere 
with the landing of its cargo or passen- 


tional Government, while on the other 
hand the National Government has full 
power to make and enforce any regulation 
affecting incoming vessels that may be re- 
quired by the public interest, and no State 
authority can resist or interfere with the 
exercise of that power. When it comes to 
interrupting or interfering with transpor- 
tation from one State to another, on any 
account whatever, it is a question pertain- 
ing to the regulation of commerce between 
the States, and the National jurisdiction is 
complete and unquestionable, while State 
jurisdiction does not exist, and State au- 
thority can only be exercised by sufferance 
of the National Government. 

The only chance for doubt or question 
or for conflict of authority now existing is 
due to the failure of Congress to assume 
the jurisdiction that belongs to the Na- 
tional Government and to provide for its 
exercise, and it is pretty clear that this 
will have to be done before the efforts of 
State Boards of Health in their own proper 
field can be fully supplemented and sup- 
ported by effective regulations for exclud- 
ing foreign epidemics from the country 
and preventing the spread of contagion 
from State to State, whatever its source 
may be. 

ES PLOTTED LINE 2 
OUTSIDE OF THE COURTS. 

The outcome so far of recent appeals to 
the courts in the cases of differences be- 
tween employers and employed must, we 
think, leave one impression very strongly 
on the minds of reasonable observers, viz., 
that there is very much in the relations of 
these two classes which it is extremely dif- 
ficult, if not impracticable, to deal with 
through the law and its instrumentalities. 
Undoubtedly the law, in its various forms, 
embodies certain general principles as to 
the respective rights and mutual obligations 
of all classes in the community which it is 
to the interest of all to have thus embodied, 
and, if need be, enforced. But while the 
law and the courts can interpret contracts, 
and, so far as the parties to these contracts 
are responsible, can hold them to their 
promises or mulct them in damages, it is 
plain that neither employers nor employed 
can get on well together and carry out the 
work in which they are engaged efficiently 
when the motive on either side is to any 
marked extent fear of damages. There is, 
of course, in the mere fact of employment 
& mutual advantage, which would be tell- 
ing, evenif the relation were kept up by 
compulsion, but the relation would, in very 
many industries, be a most unsatisfactory 
one, and, in some instances, an extremely 
risky one. Whether recognized or not, 
there is in any successful business an es- 
sential co-operation between all engaged in 
it, and if this cannot be made reasonably 
cordial, resting on a sense of substantial 
fairness on both sides, the success of the 
business in every way is threatened. 

It may be said that these are mere tru- 
isms, They are certainly very obvious 
truths, and it remains for those whose af- 
fairs are affected by them to recognize and 
apply them practically and with good 
sense and a broad view of their own situa- 
tion. There is no panacea for troubles be- 
tween employers and employed. Each class, 
almost each case, has to be studied by it- 
self and a plan for operation worked out 
according to the facts. But in regard to 
transportation companies, where the busi- 
ness is one of urgent public utility, and 
where multitudes of interests are involved 
of persons who have no voice in the man- 
agement, there is a field for more general 
treatment. Two suggestions have been 
made and much discussed. One is that em- 
ployment in such service should be regu- 
lated by law, should be made a sort of en- 
listment, which could only be terminated 
on certain conditions agreed to on enter- 
ing the service. There is much force in 
this idea, the assumption being, of course, 
that conditions of an equitable nature are 
imposed on the employers as well as on the 
employed. The difficulty in the way of the 
plan would arise in the complex nature of 
the duties involved, which would make a 
general rule work very differently in dif- 
ferent cases. The second suggestion is of 
compulsory arbitration. The trouble with 
this plan is obvious. It would be extreme- 
ly difficult to enferce the terms of an 
arbitration to which both parties did not 
willingly consent, and the effect upon the 
operation of the enterprise in which such a 
policy was attempted might be very un- 
fortunate. 

The general conclusion to which a re- 
view of the facts leads is thatit would be 
extremely desirable to secure some system 
by which the relations of employers and 
employed can be adjusted between the two 
classes without the interposition of any 
outside authority, even that of the law. 
Cases at law are necessarily contentions, 
The attitude of each party toward the 
other is one of antagonism. The result is 
victory for one and defeat for the other. 
Now, the problem to be solved is prima- 
rily the avoidance of antagonism and the 
attainment of the nearest practicable ap- 
proach to co-operation. This is not a sim- 
ple problem, and there is no royal road to 
its solution. We venture, however, to point 
to the history of an experiment in this city 
which has in it at least some promise. It 
is that of the bricklayers’ trade, in which 
for some time all questions of wages, hours, 
rules for work, &c., have been settled by a 
board of representatives from each side. 
Provision is made for arbitration where 
this is necessary, but no occasion for it 

has, we believe, arisen. The plan saved the 
employers and employed from any disturb- 
ance during the aggravated troubles in the 
building trades last year.

NOT PAID BY FOREIGNERS. 

The coming trial of the hat-trimmings 
cases in the Supreme Court may remind 
the followers of MCKINLEY that by the 
complaint of one of their own champions, 
as well as by a decision of the Supreme 
Court already made with respect to suits 
involving similar questions, the absurdity 
of the assertion that tariff duties are paid 
by foreigners has beenconclusively shown. 
The plaintiffs in these cases were required 
by the Government to pay duties at a cer- 
tain rate upon large quantities of imported 
goods. They held that the law was not 
properly interpreted and applied, and that 
the lawful rate was less than half of that 
which was coliected. They ask the courts 
to compel the Government to refund the 
difference, which exceeds $12,000,000. 

The plaintiff in the original suit was 
JOHN WANAMAKER, who has subscribed to 
the high-tariff doctrine that the duties are 
paid by foreigners. But he did not ask 
the court to believe this. His plea was 
that the duties had been paid by himself, 
and that a large part of the sum collected 
should be refunded to him, If he had ad- 
mitted that the entire sum collected by the 
Government had been paid by the foreign 
manufacturers of the goods for the privi- 
lege of. entering our market, as the follow- 
ers of MCKINLEY say, his case would have 
been a very weak one from some points of 
view. 

Several millions of dollars have already 
been refunded to the importing merchants 
under a decision of which we have spoken. 
It was.held, of course, that the importers, 
and not the foreign manufacturers, were 
entitled to this money, because it was from 
them that the Government had taken it. 
We have not heard that any partof this 
sum has been paid by Mr. WANAMAKER 
and the other plaintiffs to the foreigners 
from whom they bought the goods, or that 
these foreigners have asked for either the 
whole or a portion of it. 

The truth is that before they brought 
suit the importing merchants had collect- 
ed from consumers the duties in question 
and thus had received full compensation 
for the expenditure. The duties which 
they say were excessive have been paid 
back to them by the people of this country 
to whom the goods were sold. The money 
already refunded by the Government was 
an additional profit enjoyed by the im- 
porting merchants, anf the sum that may 
be refunded hereafter will be a profit of 
the same kind. If the tax imposed and 
collected was really higher than the tax 
fixed by a proper interpretation of the 
law, the people who actually paid the 
excess will get nothing under the final de- 
cision of the court, whatever the nature of 
that decision may be. 


IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS, 

The power of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission has been considerably in- 
creased by the legislation of the recent 
session of Congress. It will be recalled 
that after several shippers and the officers 
of several railroad companies in the West 
had been indicted for violations of the 
law last year, the case of the Government 
against them fell to the ground because 
the important witnesses declined to testify 
and were upheld in their course by the 
court, under the decision in the Counsel- 
man case. In effect these witnesses con- 
fessed that they had violated the law. The 
only convincing testimony was that which 
they could have given, and they were not 
required to give it because it would tend 
to criminate them. 

As the law now provides a penalty for 
shippers as well as for the officers of rail- 
road companies, it was generally admitted 
that suits involving discriminating rates 
could not be prosecuted successfully unless 
the law should be amended. One of the 
amendments recently enacted provides 
that no person shall be excused from testi- 
fying or producing books and papers in any 
proceeding under the inter-State commerce 
law on the ground that his testimony 
would ‘*‘ tend to criminate him or subject 
him toa penalty.” But there is also pro- 
vision for the protection of such witnesses: 

“No persen shall be prosecuted or subjected 
to any forfeiture for or on account of any trans- 
action, matter, or thing, concerning which he 
may testify, or produce evidence, dooumentary 
or otherwise, before said commission, or in 
obedience to its subpena, orin any such oase 
or proceeding; provided, that mo person so 
testifying shall be exempt from prosecution 
and punishmentfor perjury committed in 680 
testifying.’”’ 

In another section it is provided that any 
one who refuses to testify, or to answer 
any lawful inquiry, or to produce books 
and papers in obedience to the subpena of 
the commission, may be fined both by fine 
and imprisonment. 

It will be seen that if these amendments 
had been in force last year, when several 
important suits against railroad companies 
and shippers were pending in Chicago and 
Omaha, the complaints would not have 
been dismissed. It is quite probable that 
the indicted persons would have been con- 
victed. Asan impression prevails that the 
law with respect to unjust discrimiuation 
is systematically violated in the West, the 
force of these amendments should be tested 
before the beginning of the next session of 
Congress. If it should appear that further 
legislation is needed, the attention of Con- 
gress could be directed to the matter be- 
fore the end of the present year. 

















MR. GLADSTONE’S SPEECH. 

Mr. GLADSTONE’s speech upon his motion 
for the second reading of the Home Rule 
bill, like all his speeches of recent years, 
attracts attention in the first place by a 
display of energy and vitality that is en- 
tirely abnormal at the orator’s years. 
Such a display pleases and flatters every- 
body by the enlargement it-enforces of the 
current notions of the term of activity 
that belongs to human life. ‘The persist- 


single purpose of securing justice to Ire- 
land may seem to subject him to the lim- 
itation of ordinary senility. and to batrav 
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the “one idea” of an old man. Yet, in 
fact, his devotion to this one idea does not 
exolude his interest in everything that is 
human. This was shown the other day in 
his reply to an importunate bimetallist, a 
reply upon which we commented at the 
time, which showed that his absorption 
in the cause of homerule did not prevent 
him from keeping an attentive eye upon 
political affairs of all kinds, and of discom- 
fiting, in a very masterly way, the rash 
member who thought to make trouble for 
the Government about the silver question. 
Indeed, the note of abounding energy, and 
almost of juvenility, was very conspicuous 
in this very speech, in which he urged the 
House to pass the Home Rule bill and get 
it out of the way for the purpose of mak- 
ing room for other legislation of the ut- 
most urgency, which he was prepared to 
produce, but which he could not produce 
until the claims of the Irish members had 
been satisfied. 

There must have been something stupefy- 
ing in such an appeal, from the Tory point 
of view, and one might think that he de- 
tected this stupefaction in the reply of Sir 
MICHAEL Hicks-Beracu, if he had not rea- 
son to suspect that the stupefaction of Sir 
MICHAEL was rather congenital than occa- 
sional. Mr. BaLrour is the only member 
of the Opposition, with the possible excep- 
tion of the cheerful CuurcHILL, who could 
have done justice to the Tory view of such 
® pretension, and Mr. BaLrour is still, ap- 
parently, in Ireland artfully working up 
the ‘‘ Ulster scare,” which is the main reli- 
ance of the Tories at present in Irish af- 
fairs. It was almost the only reliance of 
Sir Micnar, Hicks-Beacu. It is not a 
very secure reliance, for in the first place 
intelligent Englishmen understand that 
the *‘scare” has been artificially worked 
up; and in the second place they under- 
stand that the Scotoh-Irish of the North of 
Ireland will not be content with a civic 
equality throughout Ireland, but demand 
the maintenance of the “Protestant su- 
premacy,” for which they have persistently 
striven ever since the British settlements 
in Ireland were established. Apart from 
this threat of an Ulster rebellion Sir 
MICHAEL had nothing to say except that 
the majority of the British members of the 
House of Commons was opposed to home 
tule. That is true enough, but the fact 
that Ireland, Irish Ireland, is unanimously 
in favor of it ought to count much more 
than the fact that if Ireland were not rep- 
resented at Westminster at all the Con- 
servative majority in the House would be 
about equivalent to the actual Liberal ma- 
jority. 

The gist of Mr. GLADSTONE’s speech was 
in his familiar contention that the present 
condition of the so-called ‘‘ Union” is in- 
tolerable, and that the Conservatives do 
not propose to make it any better, but only 
to suppress Irish discontent by force. That 
has been the policy of eight centuries, and 
it has conspicuously failed. The orator 
touched the heart of the matter when he 
said that ‘to allunions but one principle 
can be applied, and that is whether they 
require permanent maintenance by force.” 
His opponent’s citation of the case of the 
United States was most unfortunate—for 
his opponent. The situation of the United 
States, of which an ex-Confederate soldier, 
whose right to speak for his people cannot 
be challenged, has publicly said in their 
behalf that they were “glad the war was 
ended, and glad that it ended as it did,” is 
a situation which has nothing in common 
with the present situation of the United 
Kingdom,

GROLIER MEDALS AND PLAQUES 


A NOVEL EXHIBIT oF MINIATURE POR- 
TRAITS IN RELIEF. 


The lecture room at the Grolier Club, on East 
Thirty-second Street, has shallow glass oases 
against its longer walls, containing medals and 
Plaques in bronze and silver designed by three 
French sculptors of note—Roty, J. C. Chaplain, 
and Ringel d@’Dlzach. They are more than 100 
in number, and inolude the Hawthorne medall- 
ion designed ©xpressly for the club. 

Ringel d’Ilizach has been noted for his medals 
and medallions ever since the Paris bi-weekly 
L' Art began to sound his praises. We have here 
his small medallions of Emile Augier, Gambetta, 
F. de Lesseps, the centenarian Chevreuil, and 
the painter L’Hermitte. The last is, in all re- 
spects, the best of the five, having more spirit 
and displaying a better taste. Itis certain, how- 
éver, that among the many medallions by M. 
Ringel, which are not shown here, there 
are some which are quite the equal of the pro- 
file of L’Hermitte. In portraying Nathaniel 
Hawthorne for the Grolier Club, he has taken 
the face quartering or nearly front face, given 
his long curling hair full play, and obtained a 
reasonably good likeness. No small skill is 
shown in the matter of foreshortening the feat- 
ures. The margins of the medallion are set 
with small pictures of the Old Manse and the 
romancer’s gravestone, objects which are in 
rather questionable taste and which M. Ringel 
has failed to introduce very cleverly. When we 
consider, however, the ditculty of working 
from photographs, it is at least something to 
find the Frenoh seulptor approaching a likeness 
so faras to make this medallion unmistakably 
@ portrait of Hawthorne. 

The other medals and plaques prove Roty a 
very remarkable artist, and Chaplain one who 
is only second to Roty. Especially is the Jat- 
ter’s small medallion of his wife an exquisite 
little work. It is No. 5 in the first panel, ‘‘ Por- 
trait Plaque of Marie Augustine Roty,” and 
has @ Latin insoription below the bust itself. 
The head is in profile and charmingly simple 
and Greek. There is good work on the model 
plaque for a souvenir ordered by the Alpine 
Club of France. Interesting but not beautiful 
is Roty’s square plaque with the busts of his 
father and mother. Roty designed the medal to 
commemorate the unveiling of Bartholdi’s 
Statue of Liberty in New-York Harbor; he also 
made for the employes of a great shop in Paria 
a@ portrait of Mme. Boucicaut, the proprietress, 
who spent $1,000,000 in founding a retreat for 
the members of the establishment. These are 
among the fifty-three pieces which show M. 
Roty’s great versatility and cleverness. 

Chaplain is seen in fifty-six examples, includ- 
ing little portraits in bronze relief of the en- 
graver Dupont, the scientist Barthélemy St. 
Hilaire, the benefactor Henri d’Orléans, Duo 
a’ Aumale, on the occasion of his donation to the 
French people of his Chateau of Chantilly. The 
last is a superb piece ordered by the French In- 
stitute. The fifth panel contains Chaplain’s 
medallions of Meissonier, Laurens, Hugo, Kd- 
mond Got, M. Zographas, a Greek banker of 
Paris, and the painters Bonnat, Delaunay and 
Cabanel. The sixth shows Géréme, the soulp- 
tor Guillame, Gounod, the composer, and Presi- 
dent Carnot. 

These medallions, of course, are of very dif- 
ferent merit, but many are really brilliant little 
pieces of sculpture, and, as a whole, the exhibt- 
tion is not only very interesting, but novel. It 
will remain visible during next week for those 
who have cards of members.

To the Bditor of the New-York Times: 

The charge of bad faith brought against me by 
Mayor Gilroy immediately after the presentation of 
our petition on the 3d inst. has been formally re- 
peated by him in an interview published in THE 
NEwW- YORK TIMES this morning.

Mayor Gilroy had been informed tLat Mr. Choate 
was to act as the spokesman of the committee of the 
City Club. In consequence of a conversation between 
Mayor Gilroy and myself the hearing was postponed 
unui Mr. Brennan's return in order that he might 
attend the presentation of the petition. 

Over 200 citizens attended to hear the presentation 
of the case by Mr. Choate. Dr. Chapin attended on 
behalf of the Academy of Medicine to explain the re- 
lation of the condition of the streets tothe public 
health. Numerous delegates from different societies 
were present. Everything contributed to the tacit 
anderstanding that Mr. Choate was on this occasion 
to be heard. 

{f the proceedings were to have consisted merely 
in the presentation of the petition, the attendance of 
a distinguished advocate would not have been neces- 
sary, nor need 200fcitizens have attended on the mere 
service of the papers upon the Mayor, which could 
equally well have been performed by an office boy. 

Mayor vr refused to hear Mr. Choate; he re- 
fused to hear Dr. Chapin. So far from consenting to 
this arbitrary ruling of Mayor Gilroy, Mr. Choate 
protested against it; protested that the interests of 
two millions of people should not be allowed to wait 
upon those of one man; protested that Summer was 
coming with cholera in ita wake: but Mayor Giroy 
was obdurate; he declined to hear Mr. Choate. 

This ia what Mayor Gilroy characterizes as the

Upon being ordained he accepted the position 
of rector of St. Peter's Church, Morristown, N.

in 1838 he accepted the reotorship of St. Paul's 
Church, Albany, remaining there until hia con- 
secration as Bishop of the Missionary Diocese of 
California in 1853, being afterward re-elected 
as Bishop of California by the diocese upon its 
wep neniastion as an independent diocese in 

57. 

In 1847 Bishop Kip received from Columpi 
College the degree of 8. T. D., and in 1872 ae 
Yale College the degree of LL. D. In 1835 he 
married Maria Ingraham, daughter of Isaac 
Lawrence of this city. He jJeaves two sons, 
Lawrence Kip, now residing here and at one 
time Lieutenant Colonel in the regular army, 
doing good service during the war upon the 
staits of Gens. Sumner and Sheridan, and Will- 
iam Ingraham Kip of San Franeisco. 

Bishop Kip furnished literature with many 
choice volumes, having published *‘ The Lent- 
en Fast,” in 1843; “Double Witness of the 
Church, ’ in 1844; “Christmas Holidays in 
Rome, 7 in 1845; “ Early Saint Missions,” in 
1846; a Early Conflicts Of Christianity,” in 
1850; “Catacombs of Rome,” in 1854; “ The 
Unnoticed Things of Scripture,” in 1868; 
“Olden Times in New-York,” in 1872; “ The 
Church of the Apostles,” in 1877, and “ Early 
Days of My Episcopate,” in 1892. 

A brother of Bishop Kip, Mr. Leonard Kip, a 
lawyer and 4 writer of considerabie merii, re- 
sides in Albany.

MORE ASYLUM EXTRAVAGANCE, 


—_——. 
HIGH-PRICED COAL AND LOSSES BY DE- 
FECTIVE APPARATOS. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., April 7.—The investi-, 
gation into the management of the State Insane 
Asylum was resumed this morning. 

William J. Norwood, Chief Engineer of the 
State Capitol at Albany, was the first witness. 
He testified that he had, at the request of the 
State Commission in Lunacy, made an exami- 
nation of the heating apparatus of the asylum. 
In answer to questions by ex-Jndge Gilbert of 
the Attorney General's office he said: 

“T found the heating piant of the main build- 
ing inavery defective condition. The piping 


was inadequate, the boilers were uncovered, and 
the pipes were poorly covered, resulting in a 
large loss of radiated heat. There is also a 
large loss of heat through the water of con- 
densation being allowed to run into a drain in- 
stead of being returned to the boilers. In the 
women’s building the whole apparatus is out 
of order from one end tothe other. The radi- 
ators are either worn out or of a style that was 
out of date many years ago.” 

Judge Gilbert asked: “In consequence of this 
condition of affairs, what do you state the loss 
to be at the main building?” 

* By covering the boilers and pipes,” replied, 
Mr. Norwood, “25 per cent. of the amonnt of 
fuel could be saved, and by remedying other de- 
fects 15 r cent more conld be saved. The 
engineer told me that the daily consumption 
during last month averaged seventeen tons per 
day. The proper heating apparatus would have 
saved 40 cent. of this, and the expenditura 
of about $225 to cover the hot-water generators 
would have saved 10 or 12 per cent.” 

In answer to further questions Mr. Norwood 
said that the men’s building had a modern 
heating plant well putin, except that the boil- 
ers are uncovered, causing about 10 per cent. 
logs in the consumption of coal. The coal used, 
he said, was of grate size, the same that is used 
at the Capitol at Albany. The price at Albany 
during 1891 and 1892 was $3.75 per ton in the 
bins, while at Poughkeepsie it cost $4.28 in 
1891. The coal was transported by boat from 
Rondoutin both cases, and Poughkeepsie was 
only fifteen miles away, while Albany was 
about sixty miles. 

Mr. Norwood was asked what else he discov- 
ered. He said that he found a large pump for 
fire service in the engine room of the men's 
gg whion had never been connected with 
the building. In case of fire, the building, 
which is almost on the same level with the . 
reservoir, would have no head of water in the 
pipes and the hose would be useless, leaving 
the building aimost without protection from 
fire. The engineer explained that the fire pump 
had not been connected owing to lack of funds 
for that pind grew He said that the E5000. con- 
nections and hose would coat about $5. . 

Several of the witnesses who were expected 
to testify to-day sent word that they were ill, 
and the hearing was adjourned at noon.

A COLONY IN MASKS. 


QUEER CUSTOMS AND BELIEFS OF IN- 
DIAN TERRITORY SETTLERS. 


Torrka, April 7.—Since the practical aban- 
doment of the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Kes- 
ervation has Jeft that country almost wilder 
than it wae before the opening & year ago, a 
small colony of religious enthusiasts has set- 
tled in what is known as F County, among the 
gand hills. The leaders of this colony went 
there from Sedgwick and Barber Counties, this 
State, and took with them a following of 70 
men and women. That was six months 
ago. Since that time they have been joined by 
at least GO persons, so they now number 
about 130. 

Their belief is exceedingly simple. They wor- 
shipanunknown god as represented by life, 
and deem it a mortal sin to look upon the face 
of a human being. Men and women wear masks 
day and night, and never by any chance do they 
gaze upon the face of one another. They teach 


morality in the severest perfection, not permit- 
ting the two sexes even to dwell in the same 
valley, their homes being about two miles 
apart. There is adaily religious service, when 
allcome to a central point, for such services 
are in the open air, regardless of the weather. 

John Walrond, formerly of Sedgwick County, 
conducts all communication with the outside 
world, and only on his visits to El Reno and 
Kingfisher does he lay aside his mask. After 
each one of these trips he buries himself in soli- 
tude for ten days and expiates the sin of having 
come in contact, uncovered, with mankind. 

Walrond and E. M. Scott, another of the lead- 
ers, were formerly well known in this State as 
Alliance organizers. When the Alliance was 
merged into the People’s Party they resolved to 

ather such followers as they could and retire 

rom the world, or at least to disapper from the 

eo-called civilization of the presentday. The 
result was the founding of the colony in the In- 
dian Territory. No name has been adopted, 
none is wanted. They have sought seclusion 
and have found it. What little property there 
is jn the community is held in common, any one 
using any particular thing he sees fit to desire 
atthe time. The colonists believe it sinful to 
seek to acoumulate property. 

They have twenty log houses equally divided 
between what are in reality two communities, 
and two storehouses, from which they draw 
their supplies. The work is done regardless of 
sex, men and women alike engaging in all the 
vocations common toa new country. They ap- 
pear to be contented and healthy, and were it 
not for the unsightly dark-red mask constantly 
worn, they would appear as other people after 
having been divided off into separate commu- 
nities. They say that they are happy; that they 
have no wants unsupplied, and that they could 
not be induced to return tothe world. . 

The chance visitor to the colony is treated 
kindly and courteously, and is given lodging in 
acabin keptfor that purpose. He is not in- 
vited to stay, nor do they give hima hint to 
leave. They converse without hesitation, but 

ersistently refuse to listen to anything about 

he world they have left. They talk simply 
about their spiritual state, ite beauties, and ite 
blessings. 

There are several married couples here, but 
they live apart. There has been no rule adopt- 
ed regarding a life of celibacy, each one being 
his own judge in this matter. In fact, no one 
seeks to control any of the others. It appears 
to be a community without a head or a ruler.

The Seal Fisheries Very Poor. 

Sr. Joun’s, N.F., April 7.—The steamer Eagle, 
Capt. Jackman, returned this evening from the 
seal fisheries fully loaded. She has on board 
15,000 hood seals, young and eld. She reports 
the other steamers of the fleet as having the 
following fares last week: Ladrador, 5,000 
skins; Wolf, 3,000; Iceland, 2,000; Terranova, 
2,000; Esquimaux, 17,000; Leopard, 13,000; 
Aurora, 6,000; Ranger, 4,000; Kite, 150. 

These figures confirm previous reports that 
the indications point to the worst catch on rec- 
ord. Itis not expected that the entire catch of 
the year will aggregate more than 70,000 or 
80,000 skins. Such a poor season has not been 
experienced for a century, the catoh being only 
one-quarter of the normal, 

The harp seals, which furnish the best quality 
of fur, escaped altogether and none of the ships 
gotany. All the fgres are hood seals. 

It is feared that the phenomenally poor catch 
this season will paralyze trade in the colony 
completely.

After traveling nearly 9,000 miles on the 
rallroads of this country without setting foot 
on ground outside of a railroad station since the 
224 of last March, Miss Bess Mitchell Doolittle 
of Chicago found a cousin in this oity, or rather 
was found by ber New-York consin. 

Miss Doolittle arrived at the Grand Central 
Btation at 8:50 o’clock last night, having left 
Buffaio on the fast express early in the morning. 

When the last of Miss Doolittle’s fellow pas- 
sengers had lett the drawing-room car in which 
she was seated, M. C. Roach, General Eastern 
Agent of the road; C. E, 8torey, fifteen male 
reporters of assorted sizes, one Woinan reporter, 
a middle-aged man who looked somewhat like 
an actor, and a fashionably-attired woman with 
prepossessing features tiled into the car.

While Mr. Roach was introducing the report- 
ers to Miss Doolittle, after having announced 
that she had traveled nearly 9,000 miles over 
American railroads without an escort, and in 
safety, the actor-like man pushed along the 
aisle and remarked impressively: 

“Miss Doolittle is my wife’s cousin.” 

Then the fashionably-dressed lady came up, 
all smiles, and standing in front of the coura- 
goous traveler said, sweetly and inquiringly: 

“‘Is this my cousin?”’ 

“Yes, I presume go,”’ and then the ladies ex- 
changed kisses. 

Stavley’s ‘‘ Mr. Livingston, I presume,” when 
he met the aged explorer in the heart of Africa, 
might have been more dramatic than the “Is 
this my cousin?” of last night, but it lacked 
the interesting accompaniment of kisses. 

Miss Doolittle is a bright-looking woman, ap- 
parently about thirty years old. She has a 
pleasing voice, a winning smile, and a refined 
manner. Miss Bess, as she has been familiarly 
referred to by the Western press, does not look 
like a timid or a bold woman, but the self-pos- 
session she displayed last night when questioned 
by a crowd of strangers indicated plainly that 
she is a Woman competent to take care of her- 
self. 

After the actor-like man had ceased to inter- 
rupt the questions put tothe plucky traveler, 
Miss Bess found time to say: 

*T have had e splendid time traveling, de- 
spite the varizole weather encountered. I left 
Chicago ina snowstorm. It was not long be- 
fore | was in the balmy air of California. 
Wherever I went, in Mexico or the South, I was 
greeted most kindly. At many stations crowds 
of people turned out to greet me and bestow 
kind attentions.”’ 

At this point the actor-like man broke in 
again, and Mr. Storey, a courteous official of 
the New-York Central, gave the reporter some 
information. Said he: 

* Miss Doolittle started out on this trip in 
consequence of a discussion between some for- 
eign railway representatives and Americans in 


Chicago. One of the Americana said a lady could 
leave Chicago for Portiand, Oregon, and travei 
thence to San Francisco, E) Paso, Texas, thence 
to the City of Mexico, go to the top of the hill at 
Chapultepec, return to Laredo, Texas, thence to 
8t. Louis, New-York, Boston, and back to Chica- 
go, without putting her feet upon the ground, 
and that she could do this without an escort. 
The statement was questioned, and finally Miss 
Bess was induced to make the trip.’’

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MOUNDS OF THE KAW VALLIY, 


—_———_a——_— 
INTERESTING RELICS OF A VANISHED 
RACE FOUND BY EXCAVATORS. 


TorrkKa, Kan., April 7.—That portion of the 
Kaw Valley extending into Riley and Cloud 
Counties is especially rich in the remains of a 
former nation showing some signs of civiliza- 
tion. There are numerous mounds extending 
along the river atrecular intervals, proving that 
at some time a numerous people dwelt in that 
section of this State. Several of these mounds 
have been opened, and in them have been found 
an excellent quality of pottery and bone in- 
struments of a make and finish far superior to 
apything in the possession of the indians of a 
later day. 

C. & Mason of Mantattan opened two of the 
bottom mounds on the farm of L. M. Trow- 
bridge, near the town of Merideth, in Cloud 
County, making some interesting discoveries, 
&t least interesting to the student of antiquities. 
At the depth of eight inches a layer of burned 


clay from 3 to 8 inches thick was discovered. 
This clay, which covered aspace of about ten 
square yards, had marks of grass and sticks 
imprinted upon it,and in many places were 
holes evidently made by stakes. Careful in- 
vestigation failea to reveal any clay in the im- 
mediate neighborhood, so that it is believed 
that it was carried here from some distance. 

Underneath this layer of elay waa a very 
smooth and carefully prepared pit, the inner 
surface of which was very hard and solid. It 
had evidently been under the action of fire, be- 
ing of a dull reddish color. This pit contained a 
large quantity of pure wood ashes, which had 
become very compact. Nearthetopofr the pit 
was found a fragment of deer horn, which had 
apparently been sawed off with a rough flint. 
Broken pottery and bones were scattered about 
for a space of twenty feet, the bones being those 
of birds and animals. Some of the pieces of 
bones showed by their smooth surfaces that 
they had been used as implements of some 
kind, either as knives or scrapers. An arrow 
point, a bone needle, several of the spoon- 
shaped flints so common in such places, and a 
number of whetstones were also found. 

The second mound, about sixty yards distant, 
had alarger ashpit, but no mud wall ‘The pot- 
tery fragments were more numerous and of a 
greater variety. Tho fragments of a large pot- 
tery vessel held together by a buffalo bone were 
found. Six feet froin the pit was a large sand- 
stone slab having a smoothly worn depression 
on one side, which had evidently been used for 
@ mortar. On removing this slab a single grain 
of charred corn, which crumbled instantly on 
being exposed to the air, was found. An arrow 
point discovered at this place is different from 
any before found in the bottom mounds. 

Among the relics found at various times is a 
fine pipe made of red pipestone, which has been 
deposited in the State Historical Society. Near- 
ly all the pottery found shows rude attempts at 
ornamentation, principally in lines and circles.

**Lochren was in all the battles of Virginia in 
which his command participated, froin the first 
battle of Bull Run to the Wilderness and be- 
yond. At Gettysburg he participated in the 
tremendous charge of the second day, 
in which, aceording to Fox, our losses 
in the First Minnesota were greater 
in percentage than were the losses of Bala- 
klava, being 86 per cent., while at Bala- 
klava they were but S2 per cent. In that 
charge, by the way, we encountered as oppo- 
nents the commands of Col. Herbert, now 8ec- 
retary of the Navy, wounding Herbert and 
capturing his recent colleague in the House, 
the new venerable Col. Forney. 

“This man, who has taken a part in twenty- 
two pitched battles, getting through all of them 
with slight wounds, or no wounds at all,is a 
man of strong and good characteristics. In 
many respects he resembles the President, 
being plain and straightforward, knowing how 
to say no, and willing at ali times to undertake 
agood deal of hard work and enjoyit. He 
graspa details quickly, and will make a good 
executive officer, although he has not, of course, 
had any experience with so large a body of men 
as is employed in the Pension Bureau.”

NO NEWS TO SHOW THE LOCATION

WASHINGTON, April 7.—There sre no addi- 
tional facts relating to the assault upon a 
United States consulate in Peru, reported yes- 
terday, in possession of the State Department 
officials to-fay.

For Wisconsin, generally fair, possibly preceded 
by local snows in early morning in northern pertion, 
moderate cold wave in northern and western por- 
tion, northwesterly winds. For Jowa, generally 
tair, brisk to high northwesterly winds, moderate 
cold wave Saturday and Saturday night. For Ne- 
braska, fair, northerly winds, moderate cold wave. 
For South Dakota and North Daketa, generally fair, 
northerly winds, colder in eastern portions. For 
Montana, fair, variable winds, warmer. 

For Colorado, presi local snows in the early 
morning, follow by fair, colder in eastern portion, 
northerly winds. For Mtssourt and Kansae, fair, 
northwesterly winds, decidedly cooler. For Minne- 
sota, light local snows in the early morning, brisk, 
northerly winds, cold wave in southeastern portion, 
colder in northern portion. 

Weather Conditions and General Forecast.—The 
storm has moved almost due eastward during the 
day with increased velocity and energy, and is now 
central over Lake Superior.

night and to-morrow in New-England, the Middle 
States, and the lower lake region, and probably as 
far southward as Southern Virginia. The display of 
— signals on Lake Erie will be resumed on the 
Sth inst. 

Rivers.—Tho Ohio is rising at Cincinnati and 
falling elsewhere. The Cumberland and Tennessee 
are rising slightly. The Missonri has risen two feet 
from Omaha to Kansas City. The Mississippi from 
St. Paul to St. Louis 16 rising, and from Memphis to 
Vicksburg is falling. The Arkansas and Ked kivers 
are falling. 

Signals are displayed from Hatteras to Eastpor 
on Pake Ontario, and at Milwankee and Gran 
Haven,

TRUSTEE DUSS CHARGED WITH PAYING 
DEPARTING MEMBERS LARGE SUMS. 


PITTSBURG, Penn, April 7.—Four members of 
the Harmonist Society are said to have with- 
drawn from the organization. Two of them are 
important witnesses in the equity proceedings. 
They were given $8,500 before leaving. Julius 
Stickle, his wife and her sister, Bertha Gerlach, 
withdrew from the society last Wednesday, 
while Hugo Miller, another member, disap- 
peared from the society three weeks ago. 

When Miller left Economy the Counoill mem- 
bers held a meeting and protested against the 
action of Trustee Duss in disposing of the 
money. Duss explained that it was necessary 
for him to consult the board, and in some man- 


ner arranged matters. It was only yesterday 

‘that it was discovered that Stickle, whe has 
been an Economist for three years, had left, and 
hie whereabouts are not yet known. 

The absence of Miller and Stickle was the 
chief topic of discussion at a family meeting in 
the Feicht residence last night. While it was in 
progress James Ward, a brothermin-law of First 
Trustee John Duss, called at the bouse and said 
that he was authorized to make the two Feichs 
families an offer of $50,000 to leave the society. 
Henry Feicht remarked that he would consider 
no such proposition. 





A Verdict for the Legistators, 

St. Paur, Minn., April 7.—Judge Otis to-day 
rendered a decision in the case of John J. 
Rhodes, complainant, against James A. Boggs, 
Hilter P. Orton, and R. A. Waleh, members of 
the Legislature, who were summoned to give 
testimony in connection with the coal combine, 
deciding that members of the Legislature could 
not be held subject to the service of summons. 
He referred to the law which made this condi- 


tion possible as s relic of barbarism, and said 
the time had long passed when it should be 
held in force.

Arkansas Legisilature’s Record. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., April 7.—The Arkansas 
Legislature will quit business to-morrow, after 
a ninety-day session. The record will compare 
very favorably with that of any legislative ses- 
sion held in this State since the war. 

While it has done comparatively little fer the 
general welfare, the Legislature has refrained 


from interfering to any considerable extevt 
with outside corporations. But it did not pass 
the bill requiring the Western Union Telegraph 
Company and Fruilman Palace Car Company 
to pay an equitable tax on all the property 
owned by either corporation within Arkansas 
territory.

Trading to-day was very dull, the sleetatorm 
no doubt keeping many peopie away from the 
Street. Prices, however, were fairly well main- 
tained. The heaviest trading was in St. Paul, 
Missouri Pacitic, and New-England, and they 
were all higher. There was extremely good 
buying of New-Ingland, but it is not known for 
whose accountit was. There wasmueh guess- 
ing on this point, and most of it showed a belief 
that either the New-Haven or Vanderbilt inter- 
este were acquiring the stock. 

In the industrials Distilling and Cattle Feed- 
ing led in activity. It was preased for sale early 
in the day, but in the afternoon was quiet. The 
price fell to 30% in the first hour, but advanced 
to 31%: later, closing atthat figure. It is assert- 
ed that advance copies of the annual report 
have been received in this city, and that much 
of the selling was due te the unfavorable show- 
ing made init. Itis now believed that certain 
insiders are short of the stock in anticipation of 
much lower prices. 

The news of the day included an announce- 
Mont that the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and 8t. Louis Company proposes to issue a fifty- 
million-dollar blanket mortgage, with which the 
present bonds—about $30,000,000—are to be 
taken up, the balance to be used for the re- 
quirements of the property as they may arise. 
It was also reported that the Directors of the 
Northern Pacific have evolved a plan of their 
own for taking care of the floating debt of the 
company, and that they will ignore the sugges- 
tions of the stockholders’ committee. The Na- 
tional Cordage Company agreed to make ite reg- 
ular distribution of profits. 

No more gold was engaged for shipment to- 
morrow, so only $500,000 will be exported. 
Engagements of $1,000,000, however, were 
made for next Tuesday’s steamers, and it was 
intimated that a considerable amount might be 
sent on Wednesday. In the last hour trading 
was very dull. The principal changes were: 
Advanced—American District Telegraph, 24; 
New-York, Chicago and 8t. Louis second pre- 
ferred and Rubber preferred, each 149; Lake 
Shore, 113; Laclede Gas preferred and Missouri 
Pacific, each 1, and New-York Central, New-

clined—Manhattan, 2; New-York, Susquehanna 
and Western preferred, 14; Distilling and Cat- 
tle Feeding, 72, and Canadian Pacific and Erie 
preferred, each %4.

GIUSTLING TIMES FOR MEN WITH PAINT 
POTS—THE BRITISH FLAGSHIP BLAKE 
NOT BELIEVED TO BE HOVE-TO OUT-

Fort Monroe, Va., April 7.—All day long the 
e@bips’ companies have been hard at work remov- 
ing the stains of travel from the glistening white 
eides of the graceful cruisers and the discolor- 
ations on the smokestacks caused by the heat 
and smoke of the coal consumed. 

Since the squadron went out the Philadelphia 
has been doing a great deal in the painting line, 
particularly about her smokestacks, ventilators, 
spars, and in fact everything that has any color 
about it. 

One of Admiral Gherardi’s special commands 
40 that there shall be perfect uniformity in the 
painting of the vessels, and that. there shall be 
nothing left to the individual idea as to a cer- 
tain color. So the shade of yellow that has been 
adopted aboard the Philadelphia is standard, 
and almost all the‘others will have to be changed 
to conform thereto. 

It has also been discovered, since the assem- 
bling of the ships, that there are such things as 
ghades to what is usually known as pare white. 
Some of the ships have a bluish tint that is 
quite efiective, while others look green, and 
still others yellow. ‘This has all to be rectified, 
nd probably the biuish will prevail and be 
adopted. The Admiral has decided that every- 
thing must go with the regularity of clockwork, 
and the motions of his vessel are to be followed 
inevery particular. This eystem is begun as 
early as 7 o’clock in the morning, when a signal 
4s made from his ship which shows just how the 
officers, crews, and marines are to dress for the 
day. 

As the flags for making this signal are hauled 
down, six bells are struck aboard all the ships, 
and the clocks are set accordingly. Lieut. 
Briggs, the navigator of the Philadelphia, is the 
fleet timemaker, and his chronometers have to 
be regulated to a fraction of a second. Other- 
~wise he is sure to be questioned by some of his 
brother navigators, who are constantly ready 
to get a point on the Joshua of the fleet. 

Admiral Walker called aboard the Philadel- 


(phia thie morning to report to Admiral Gher- 
‘ardi the result of his practice with the squad- 
ron, and to receive whatever instructions there 
might be in regard to future movements. 

While outside, both the usual and the fleet 
‘tactics and the special review formations were 
gone through with. Alisignals for the latter 
‘were made by the international code of signals, 
ms that code will be the only one that can be 
used by the visiting ships.

FIGHTING FOR 4 FINE FRANCHISE. 


BUFFALO OPINIONS OF THE QUEEN CITY 
GAS COMPANY. 


BuFFALO, April 7.—“ We've got em, and they 
can’t stop us; the bill will go through all right.” 
The optimistic gentleman who fathered this re- 
mark is one of the incorporators of the Queen 
City Gas Company, the franchise for which has 
been busying Albany legislators for the last 
four weeks. There is little doubt here at pres- 
ent that the bill will pass the Legislature, but 
when the incorporators do get official sanction 
they alone know what will be done. 

Mesers. Altman, Beard, and Kirkover, fathers 
of this bill, say they intend totear up streets, 
lay pipes, erect worgs, and make and sell gas. 
The majority of people, however, do not credit 
them with anything so meritorious. The opin- 
ion is freely expressed that the bill was drawn 
in Lieut. Gov. Sheehan's house at Albany, and 
that it was the intention of the interested per- 
sons to seoure this franchise, which is valued at 
from $500,000 to $3,000,000, and then éell it. 

Ae the bill now stands, the balance of power, 
atleast in regard to suffalo’s part of it, lies 
with Mayor Bishop; and he is not expected to 
act until the last moment. When Attorney 
John Laughlin, who represents the bill, ap- 

ared beiore the committee and consented to 

ave Buffalo exempted on the understanding 
that the Common Council should grant a local 
franchise, he probably reckoned on the Sheeban 
menu in the Council forcing the measure through. 
His reckoning was faultiess, for the Lieutenant 
Governor's henchmen stood stancbly by tle 
measure, while the other faction as strongly 
opposed it. The bill passed the Board of Alder- 
men, went to the Board of Councilmen, and 
was by them amended and referred back. Soon 
it will pasa those bodies as amended, go to the 
Mayor, and he will have ten days to act on it. 

Itis safe tosay he will veto it, and the ad- 
journment of the Legislature will follow so 
closely on his act that the friends of the meas- 
ure will not have the opportunity of revamping 
it and sending itto the higher body at Albany 
for a new lease of life. That is the way that 
Mayor Bishop's friends look at the matter at 
present, and among them are some of the 
shrewdest followers of legislative affairs at this 4 
end of the State. Many of them have impor- 
tuned him to act in this way. 

The question is, Who is back of the bill? The 
three Buffalonians whose names appear as in- 
corporators are thought to be mere tigureheads 
for a syndicate of New-York capitalists, but 
who those capitalists are nobody in the city ap- 
pears to know. Many say that John C. Shee- 
han is engineering the deal, and if this be true 
itmay account for the Lieutenant Governor's 
support. 


WORBIED ABOUT REBATES. 


>—_-— 
LIFE INSURANCE AGENTS IN LOUI - 
VILLE THREATENIXG PROSECUTIONS. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 7.—Some of the agents 
of life insurance companies are threatening to 
make it uncomfortable for others of the same 
calling who are giving rebates on policies ie- 
sued by them. Itis charged that some of the 
agents are offering a rebate as high as 80 per 
cent. on the amount of the premium, and that 
nearly all of the men who represent the great 
New-York and other Eastern companies are 
guilty of the practice of returning to the in- 
sured a greater or smaller portion of the money 
paid on the policies. 

The corporations law, which became oper- 
ative April 5, includes an anti-rebate provision 
applying to life insurance. The law provides 
that no insurance company doing business in 


Kentucky shall make or permit any distinction 
or discrimination in favor of individuals in the 
amounts of payment of premium or rates 
charged for policies of insurance. It is further 
stated that any company, or officer or agent 
thereof, who shall violate the provisions of this 
section of the law shall be fined in any sam not 
exceeding $500, to be recovered by action in 
the name of the Commonwealth, and on collec- 
tion paid into the State aeury. 

It is said that the passage of the law has not 
had the effect of checking to any appreciabie 
degree the — of giving rebates, and those 
agents in uisville who are injured thereby 
are preparing to present the matter tothe at- 
tention of the Commonwealth’s attorney. 








Barnaby Will Contest Ended. 

PROVIDENCE, R. L, April 7.—The contest over 
the will of Mrs. Josephine A. Barnaby has come 
to an abrupt ending, John H. Conrad, the son- 
in-law, having decided upon this course. The 
entry of withdrawal was made in the Supreme 
Court to-day. 

The will gave $10,000 to the family of Ed- 
ward Bennett, an Adirondack Mountain guide; 
$10,000 to the family of Edward Worrall of 
Chester, Penn., and $25,000 to Dr. T. Thacher 
Graves, the Providence physician who was 
sentenced to death at Denver, Col., but who is 


now held there fora new trial. The Bennetts 
and Worralis have been settled with, but no 
offer of a settlement has ever been made with 
Dr. Graves. 

The withdrawal of the will contest from the 
Supreme Court indicates that the prosecution 
of the murder charge at Denver in a new trial 
will undoubtedly be dropped. 





No One Recognized Hickey. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., April 7.—Sheriff White 
who went to Butte, Mon., a week ago after 
Frank Hickey, the alleged murderer of John M. 
Clayton, reached Morriliton, Ark., to-day with 
his prisoper. Morrillton isthe county seat of 
Conway County, in which the murder was com- 
mitted. 

White was accompanied by Burkhardt, the 
witness, and Werner, the detective who worked 
up the case. It was supposed that Hickey was 


@ man who, under the name of Hickman, worked 
at Morrillton about the time of the sassassina- 
tion, but no one recognized him. 

Hickey has employed attorneys to defend him 
and will have a preliminary hearing the first of 
next week. Itis the general opinion that the 
whole affair is a huge “fake.” An adjourned 
term of the Circuit Court will open next Mon- 
day, and itis probable that the case will be 
taken up then.

SERIOUS RIOTING IN HULL 


4 STRIKE THREATENS ENG- 
LAND'S SHIPPING INDUSTRY. 


DOCK LABORERS REBEL AGAINST THE 
EMPLOYMENT OF NON-UNION MEN 
—CONFLICTS IN WHICH SEVERAL 
PERSONS WERE INJURED—ATTEMPTS 
TO DESTROY PROPERTY. 


Lonpon, April 7.—A strike that threatens to 
have serious consequences has been started at 
Hull, the well-known shipping port in York- 
shire. Some of the shipping companies nave 
been employing non-union laborers and a few 
days ago the union wen went on strike. A large 
number of non-union men went to Hull to take 
the place of strikers and work about the docks 
went on all right until to-day, when the strikers 
assumed an offensive attitude and succeeded in 
completely blocking work on every vessel in 
the port, with one exception. 

This exception was the steamer Montebello. 
A crowd of strikers and their sympathizers pro- 
ceeded to the dock at which the steamer was 
lying, and, after a short conflict, drove the non- 
union men away. The strikers then made an 
attempt to capture the steamer. The police 
then appeared on the scene, and were attacked 
by the mob. A sovere conflict followed, which 
resulted in the mob being driven back and off 
the dock. Several men were seriously injured. 

The strikers then made an attack on the 
offices of the Shipping Federation, an associa 
tion of ship owners, but finally the police suo- 
ceeded in breaking up the riotous crowd, and a 
semblance of order was restored. 

It is feared that further troubie will ocour, 
and the authorities have taken particular pre- 
cautions to suppress any disorders that the 
strikers may attempt. Late this evening the 
Dock Laborers’ Union of Hull issued an appeal 
to similar unions in London, Liverpool, and 
Glasgow, requesting them to unite with the 
Hull union in a fight against the Shipping Fed- 
eration. 

No steamers have been able to get away to- 
day except those which had their oargoes 
aboard before the trouble occurred, and the en- 
tire shipping trade is at a standatill. Among 
the companies aifected by the strike is the Wil- 
son line, some of the vessels of which are in 
the American trade. Mr. Charles H. Wilson, 
oue of the owners of the line, has incurred the 
special enmity of the strikers by his attitude 
toward the union, and many threats are made 
against him. Mr. Wilson represents West Hull 
in the House of. Commons. 

The strikers are making an effort this evening 
to compromise their differences with their em- 
ployers, but their proposals have been rejected. 


REGULATION AND NOT RIGHT. 


UNITED STATES CONTENTION IN THE 


BERING SEA CASE, 


Paris, April 7.—James C. Carter, counsel for 
the United States, continued before the Bering 
Bea Court of Arbitration to-day, his reply to 
Sir Charles Russell's plea for the admission to 
evidence of the British supplementary report 
of the Bering Sea Commission. 

The contention of the counsel for Great 
Britain, he said, had been that the question of 
right in the Bering Sea must be settled before 
the matter of regulations. The contention of 
the United Stas from the beginning of the 
dispute, however, had conoerned the regula- 
tions. The United States had held, also, that 
for the settlement of the property claim ad- 
vanced by them evidence on seal life in the 
Bering Sea was necessary, Such evidence was 
contained in the original reports of the Bering 
Sea Commission, and therefore these reporte 
formed an indispensable part of the case and 
counter-case. 

As for the supplementary report, it had not 
appeared in the matter already referred to, and 
it ought therefore to be excluded from the evi- 
dence. Great Britain had olaimed the power, 
under Article VII. of the arbitration treaty, 
to include the supplementary report in the 
evidence. This article declared thatif it be de- 
cided that the concurrence of Great Britain be 
necessary to establish regulations, the report of 
the joint commission shall then be laid before 
the tribunal, with such otherevidence as either 
Government may submit. This Great Britain 
had contended as a right to introduce evidence 
as to the regulations, even after the case and 
counter case had been closed. Article IX. 
further provided that the reports shall not be 
made public until after being submitted to the 
arbitrators, or unti) it shall be seen that the 
contingency of their being used by the arbitra- 
tors cannot arise. 

It was thus made obvious that the queation at 
issue was a crucial one for the arbitration. If 
the contention of Great Britain was sustained, 
it must follow that the question of right was to 
ve decided tirst and the question of regulation, 
whiob the United States regarded as of prime 
importance, must be relegated to second place. 
Mr. Carter then read at length from Sir Julian 
Pauncefote’s correspondence in 1890 to prove 
that the question of regulation was then re- 
garded as one of the firet consideration. 

Baron de Courcel asked whether or net Rus- 
sia was a party to the negotiations at that 
time. 

Mr. Carter—I do not know, but I consider the 
point unimportant. 

Sir Charles Kussell—Communications with 
other powers were held in view, I believe. It 
was intended at first to ask for their active par- 
ticipation in the convention. 

Baron de Courcel—I ask, becauee if Russia was 
communicated with much more weight would 
attach to the negotiations. Otherwise the draft 
of the agreement would be merely an informal 
document continuing a private diplomatic con- 
versation. My question may appear pedantic, 
but diplomatic training leads me to attach im- 
portance to such matters. Communications 
with third powers add weight to such drafts. 

Mr. Phelps—This may be an important ques- 
tion later ou; meantime it is of secondary im- 
portaneose. 

Baron de Courcel—Lord Hannen (British ar- 
bitrator) directs my attention to a dispatch 
from Sir Julian Pauncefore in which he refers 
to a communication with Russia. 

Mr. Phelps—Vhis is s matter of indiflerence. 

Mr. Carter—The scheme was this: Experts 
were appointed to draw "p regulations for the 
sea) fisheries; if they failed to ayree, then there 
was to be arbitration. No question of right or 
jurisdiction wae raised. 

In replying to Mr. Carter, Sir Charles Russell 
admitted thatSirJulian Pauncefote’s dispatches, 
as far as mentioned, were confined to ques- 
tions of regulation. This, he said, was due to 
the fact that the intention then was to consult 
Russia and other powersconcerning the reguia- 
tion of the seal fisheries. If the correspondence 
were further consulted, however, it would be 
fuund that separate negotiations bad proceeded 
simultaneously on questions of rigbt and dam- 
ages for seizure. 


Baron de Courcel asked Sir Charles to pro- | 
duce proof of this statement, and Sir Charies | 
quoted trom several dispatches that passed | 


between Sir Julian Pauncefote and Lord Salis- 
bury in Pay, 1490, concerning rights and dam- 
ages. Since then, he added, the question of 
regulation had disappeared a8 a separate sub- 
ect of consideration, and all questions had been 

andled together in the subsequent nogotia- 
tions. 

The court adjourned until Tuesday, when it 
will hold asccret session. On Wednesday the 
proceedings will again be open to the public.

AGAINST A TREATY WITH RUSSIA. 


PROMINENT CITIZENS ASK 
SESSIONS OF THRE 


FOR OPEN 
SENATE. 


A paper from which will be drawn a petition 
to the United States Senate asking that the in- 
junction of secrecy be removed and that the 
consideration of the proposed extradition 
treaty with Russia be cohducted in open ses- 
slon was putin circulation yesterday, together 
with a statement expressing the views of those 
who have decided to take the lead in this 
matter. 

Among the signers are Francis C. Barlow, 
Prescott Hall Butler, William E. Dodge, Rich- 
ard Watson Gilder, Charles Frederick Adama, 
Jacob H. Schitf, Samuel Sloan, Henry B. Auchin- 
closs, William Lloyd Garrison, Francis J. Garri- 
son, Isidor Straus, A. Augustus Healy, Jesse 
Seligman, Thomas A. Edison, Samuel Loeb, 
Louis Stern, Henry M. Flagler, William R. 
Grace, William D. Howells, Morris K. Jessup, 
Charies Soribner, John Claflin, Herbert L. Os- 
good, Alfred C. Barues, Spenoer Trask, Edwin 
R. A. Seligman, J. Edward Simmons, John 8, 
Kennedy, Francis Baker, F. B. Thurber, Ed- 
ward King, and Orlando B. Potter. 

A formal protest will also be circulated for 
signatures. 

The accompanying statement says: 

“Any extradition treaty is based on the abso- 
lute faith of the contracting partics In each 
other. Between civilized countries this con- 
fidence is justified, and extradition treaties be- 
tween such countries as England, France, and 
the United States are a sign ef progress. 

‘* Political prosecutions in Russia are generally 
conducted by court-martial, with closed doors. 
The acoused may select counsel from among the 
prosecuting officers, but can have no other de- 
fender. Defense by such officers is, of course, 
merely pees. If the accused is acquitted 
he may be exiled. 

“For the United States, every feature of 
whose criminal law is drawn to secure the 
rights of the individual, to make a treaty with a 
foreign autooracy which, in political als, em- 
ploys a system in which neither habeas corpus, 
trial by jury, nor the right of a prisoner to em- 
ploy hisown counsel is Known, would be to 
turn ite courts into the instruments of a foreign 
tyranny. 

“The United States and England both deserve 
oredit for having consistently refused to lend 
their courte to this purpose, and whatever may 
be the feeling of this country in regard to a oer- 
tain class of political refugees from Russia, this 
eountry cannot, as the price of the expulsion of 
these men, sacrifice every principle of personal 
liberty and public justice which the United 
States represents. 

“According to the findings of the Supreme 
Court of the United States a man cannot be ex- 
tradited for one crime and then tried for an- 
other. No matter what a treaty might vrovide 
upon this subject, its execution could not be 
enforced against a country where trials are 
secret. The political bearings in an extradition 
ease could be known only when they were 
notorious, or when the facts proving political 
motive could be shown. Political offenders 
might be sent for on criminal charges without 
creating a ripple of publio interest because the 
public would be absolutely ignorant of the facts. 

“ Assuming that the law of extradition, as in- 
terproted by the Supreme Court, is correctly 
set forth, any extradition treaty with Russia 
would be unsafe. Whatever may be the terms 
of the treaty that has been negotiated, it must 
be inevitable that the right of asylum for polit- 
ical offenders, a right heretofore held sacred by 
the American people, would in many instances 
be denied to Russian refugees.” 

The signers urge that this protest against tho 
consideration of the treaty in executive session 
should not be oonsidered as a reflection on 
either the present or past Administration, but 
as @ distinct protest against an un-American 
system; nor should jt impute to those who sign 
it an approvel of assassination, political or 
otherwise, which they do not entertain.

At the headquarters of the looked-out outters 
it was reported yesterday that several hundred 
tailors at Brownsville, L. I., had gone out on 
strike in shops where work was being done for 
association manufacturers. Other reports were 
received that association manufacturers were 
having their work done in other cities. 

Mr. Fromme, counsel for the looked-out men, 
said summonses in civil suits had been issued 
against the manufacturers, and that the papers 
would be served to-day. The plaintiffe wero

They 
expect that warrants for the arrest of certain 
manufacturers will be issued on Monday.

If, as is probable, the Buchanan wifg¢-poison< 
ing trial continues for another two weeks on 
the line of expert testimony and cross-exami- 
nation which is now being followed, the jurors 
may with some warrant feel that they are com- 
petent to go away and start a medical college, 
with Recorder Smyth as the Dean of their 


Faculty. 

That newly-diseovered but brilliant medico- 
legal expert, William J. O'Sullivan, who, though 
only thirty years old, has as many degrees as he 
- has fingers on one hand, from Yale and from 

British universities, has practically taken the 
ease out of the hands of the court and the other 
lawyers. Even the grave and learned Recorder 
Smyth had to smile yesterday when, answering 
the interruptions of the District Attorney, the 
genial Charles W. Brooke, leading oounsel for 
the defense, with whom Mr. O'Sullivan is asso- 


ciated, remarked drily: 
“While these gentlemen of science are spar- 


ring, you and I had better keep out.” 

For five hours the proceedings continued in 
Part IIL of the Court of General Sessions yes- 
terday, and during all of that time Mr. O’S8ulli- 
van was on his feet, thrusting the probe of 
oross-examination into the pathological report 
by Prof. Henry P. Loomis, the eminent Presi- 
dent of the New-York Pathological Society, who 
was employed by the Distriot Attorney to per- 
form the autopsy on Mra.

It can be fairly said that the thread of cir- 


coumstantial evidence on which the prosecution 
hangs has for its main strands the proof of the 
pathologists that their examination revealed no 
cause from which Mrs. Buchanan might have 
died, and, that point established, the proof of 
‘the chemists that in the dead woman's stomach 
they found morphine in suflicient quantity to 


wil. 

The report of the pathologists set forth the 
"result of their examination ina manner which 
ecemed to establish the theory of the prosecu- 

go far as their work would determine it; 
but the cross-examination by Mr. O'Sullivan 
has been a revelation. 

For two days the questioning of Prof. Loomis 
has been going on, and the jury now finds the 
direct assertions of the pathological report 
which he signed not only sbroaded in doubt 
through his own admissions, but absolutely and 
flatly denied in many instances. 

He has had to say in more than one instance, 
when cornered by along line of questioning 
concerning some conclusion in his report, “I 
was mistaken when I said that,” or “It could 
not have been 60.” 

To set forth fully how Mr. O’Sullivan brings 
out these admissions would be to print columns 
of questions and anewe 8, abounding « with 
words never seen outside of medical works, 
bearing on a single point. His method has been

In the report each organ is 
panne the subject of a separate statement of the 
conditions found concerning it The report 
ends with a series of conclusions. 

Mr. O’Sullivan took be each organ separately, 
as the report did, questioned the expert as to 
the general statements of its condition noted in 
the report, and then flatly confronted him with 
the statement that the general statement of 
conditions concerning that organ contradicted 
the conclusion given regarging it. 

In regard to several of the vital organs, he 
questioned the expert to a point on this line 
‘where be had to admit the inconsistency and 

that a mistake had been made. 
"chaps never has an expert submitted to 
euch an ordeal as that through which Prof. 
Loomis is passing. Mr. O’sullivan stands ata 
table on which are more than a hundred med- 
feal volumes recognized as standards. The two 
experts who are employed vy the defense sit 
there, following his questions closely, and 
when they see that he has cornered Prof. 
Loomis where he must either adhere to or ad- 
mit the error of some point in the pathological 
report, these experts have the references all 
ready that Mr. O'Sullivan wilh want. If Prof. 
Loomis adheres to the statement of the report 
and there are authorities to disprove it, then 
Mr. O’Sullivan quietly reads them and asks: 
“ Are these wrong and are you right?” 
District Attorney Nicoll was notin court yes-

Mr. Weliman ané Mr. Osborne were there to 
look after the interests of the prosecution, but 
they had nothing to do.

Ex-Vice President Levi P. Morton and Clar- 
ence A. Seward recently sent the following let 


ter to Mayor Gilroy: 

“Qertain ofthe friends of the late Roscoe Conk- 
ling have procured hig statae to be made in bronze 
by Mr. J. @. A. Ward. They desire to present it ae 
a gift to the city and, if proper, to have it placed ia 
permanent position in Union Square opposite the 
south west corner of Sixteenth Street atits junction 
with Broadway. This location ia selected because it 


wasthe scene of Mr. Conkling’s last struggle with 
the elements onthe memorable night of March 12, 
18 


as the Chief Magistrate of tnis city, will you 
kindly advise us whether the gift will be accepted 
and permission accorded for the placing of the statue 
in the designated locality.” 

This letter was referred to the Park Board. 
Mr. Gray presented it at yesterday’s meeting, 
President Dana at the time being absent. 

*“ As I understand it, the four corners of Union 
Square had been intended for the statues of 
four great Americans. I do not think that Mr. 
Conkling’s statue should occupy one of these 
corners,’’ said Mr. Gray. 

Afterward he said: 

“IT mean no disrespect to the memory of Mr. 
Conkling, but I think that the places in Union 
Square snould be reserved for statues of great 
Presidents and our greatest Americans.” 

The idea of having statues of very distin- 
guished Amerioans on each corner of the square 
has been partly carried out in the placing of the 
Washington and Lincoln statues. 

Commissioners Straue and Tappen appeared 
to agree with Mr. Gray. No definite action was 
taken, but the letter was referred to the Art 
Committee of the department, which will ex- 
amine the statuc and report as to its artistic 
merits. 

When asked about the matter later Mr. Dana 
declined to express an opinion on the question, 
but said:

BOARD OF ESTIMATE INCREASED.

THE CORPORATION COUNSEL MADE A 
MEMBER BY ANEW LAW. 


Corporation Counsel William M. Clark is now 
a member of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. Chapter 106 of the Laws of 1893 
makes the Corporation Counsel a member of 
the board, and also allows hin to designate any 
of his assistants to represent him in any matter. 
Heretofore there were some cases in which he 
could not delegate his power, and in other cases 
he could only delegate it to his first assistant. 

The reason given for adding the Corporation 
Counsel to the board is that the board may have 
legal assistance and advice, and would not be 
compelled to adjourn while awaiting opinions 
on questions injdispute. 

The change gives the board five members in- 
stead of four, but a unanimous vote is still nec- 
essary to confirm the annual page oa The 
board is now made upot Mayor Gilroy, Con- 
trolier Myers, President McClellan of the Board 
of Aldermen, President Barker of the Depart- 
ment of Taxes and Assessments, and Corpora- 
tion Counsel Clark. 

Speaking of the addition of the Corporation 
Counsel to the board, Mayor Gilroy said that 
he was entirely willing to bear the responsibil- 
ity tor the change. 

‘In my opinion,” said he, ‘“‘the Corporation 
Counsel should be a member orshould be com- 
pelled to sit with every one on the exeoutive 
boards. His presence will facilitate the busi- 
ness of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. He can decide off hand mauy minor 

uestions of law which are now referred to him. 

esides, his presence in the board will conserve 
the interests of the taxpayers, as a concurrent 
vote of five members instead of four members 
will be required to confirm the budget,”

TopeKA, Kan., April 7.—Ten yoars ago a 
Democratic Governor was elected in this State 
through and by means of an organization 
known asthe Sons of Liberty. The ofticers of 
that association worked in every county and 
every precinct inthe State, making opposition 
to sumptuary laws the principal aim and pur- 
pose of all efforts. The result was the unex- 
pected election of Gov. Glick, who was as much 
surprised asa were the Republicans, who had 
confidently expected their usual victory. 

An anti-prohibition organization has lately 
been effected known as the Army of Liberty, 
an organization secret in its character, guarded 
by passwords, grips, and signals, having for its 
purpose the defeatof any political party that 
favors the qontinuance of sumptuary laws. 
Following inthe wake of the Alliance, which 
proved so successful in direoting political 
affairs, the Army of Liberty proposes to break 
down all political lines except those in accord 
with the principles set forth in its declaration. 
This association has aritual and an oath bind- 
ing its members to secreoy. 

The new order is strongest, as yet, in the 
western part of the State, where it was founded. 
Recruits are being rapidly enrolled by the offi- 
cers, who have military titles. Founded upon 
the manner of the organization of the regular 
army, it is in no sense military in character, 
and must not be confounded with that other 
military organization being formed by Com- 
mander Willets of the Alliance and Adjt. Gen. 
Artz, which, itis claimed, is intended to carry 
arms ip case of need. 

At this particular time, when political parties 
in this State have become werely disorganized 
things, it seems that every person possessed of 
ap ambition to become a reform o?ganizer finds 
plenty ef followers who flock to his banner and 
give him the ~ geowy | of leadSrship. The pee- 
ple of the Btaté are dissatistied afd encourage 
any idea that promises a change. The result is 
that ideas, or, at least, so-called ideas, are 
plenty. 

The Army of Liberty ie destined to be a factor 
in the coming campaign, for it will have gained 
a strength that will make it feared by the aver- 
age politician, and therefore he will endeavor 
to eater to it for its possible influence.

EASTERN COMBINATION. 


The dispatch from Chicago printed in THe 
New-YorK ‘TIMES yesterday, stating that 
Armour, Swift, and Morris, the packers, are to 
build a cluster of tanneries near that city, was 
read with great interest by the leather dealers 
in the Swamp. 

Some were inolined to take the dispatch as a 
piece of bluffing on the part of the Western 
men, intended to have effect upon the price of 
raw hides first, and as a threat to the East 
ern leather combinations. But the greater num 
ber of leather men took the news a8 showing 
that the Chicago packers had been driven to do 
what they proposed last May when the Eastern 
combination suspended production for sixty 
days in order to advance prices. 

At that time the packers declared that if the 
tanners would not take the raw hides the pack- 
ers would set up their own tanneries. 

One leatherman said yesterday that the Chi- 
cago men are holding 800,000 green hides at 
three-quarters of a cent above the market price, 
and are forced to do something with them. He 
added that the 4,000,000 hides, which the Chi- 
cago men claim to be 90 per cent. of the total of 
native hides used yearly, are only a quarter of 
the total. 

These, however, are matters of detail, The 
question which interests the leather dealers of 
the Swamp is whether the Chicago deal, if it is 
effected, will have any effect on the leather 
combination. As to that, there are diverse 
opinions expressed by those who claim they aro 
not “inside,” and a profound taciturnity on the 
part of those who are currently believed to be 
active in the combination. 

A Boston dispatch printed in THE NEW-YORK 
TIMES On Feb. 25 told of the formation of a com- 
bination of Eastern dealers, with Thomas F. 
Proctor of Boston atthe head. On Feb. 28 it 
was reported that the combination had increased 
so that it included tanneries capitalized at $75,- 
000,000. Leather dealers yesterday hinted that

he general reticence of the large firms in the 
leather trade does not extend to the leather 
commission merchants, and their interest in the 
plans of the combination is so lively that they 
devour every rumor or bit of information with 
avidity. The publication of the story from Chi- 
cago yesterday gave them fresh food for discus- 
sion. It was generally said that the Chicago 
men could do as they threatened, but probably 
without making any money at it. 

The leather dealere’ motto is that the hides 
must go-to the bark; in other words, that tan- 
neries must be built where barkis accessible. The 
tannery itself is of no great value after the sup- 
ly of bark within a reasonable radius is ex- 
Rausted, and very frequently the buildings are 
burned to get rid of them. The proposed tan- 
neriesa near Chicago, say the Swamp dealers, 
will be so far away from the bark that only ex- 
tract can be used, and tanning camnot be done 
at a profit. 

It was suggested by one dealer in Ferry Street 
that the Chicago packers are really backing a 
a Western combination similar to the Hastern 
one, and to be created to fight it. Though sug- 
gestions are rife, and nearly every dealer whu 
will say anything on the subject is certain 
something important will be done very soon, 
their beliefs differ widely. They agree, how- 
ever, that the combinationisto be a big one: 
that it will regulate the production and price of 
leather, and that its details will probably be 
made public in a few days. 

The leather combination will be remarkable 
among similar organizatious because of the 
small number of hands in which the trade rests. 
The leather produced is broadly divided into 
oak-tanned, hemlock-tanned, and “ union.”’ 

The oak tanneries are in Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, and Kentucky, where oak 
bark is still plentiful, and there are a few oak 
tanneries in Pennsylvania and New-York. 
Most of the sole leather in use is “union,”’ 
tanned by a mixture of 10 percent. oak bark 
and 90 percent. hemlock. The oak-tanned is 
the whitest and highest-priced leather and the 
hemlock the dark red leather. 

The country is said to uss a total of 20,000,000 
hides for leather each year, of which only one- 
tifth are imported. The supply is sent from all 
parte of the country, but most of it comes from 
the South and West. 

In 1880 the price of @ certain grade of sole 
leather was 30 cents a pound and in January, 
1892, thissame grade had fallen to 16 cents, 
and leather men said no money had been made 
for three or four years. It was at that time 
that steps were taken fora combination of East- 
ern leather men, and in May the order passeil 
for a restriction of output. After tanneries had 
been shut down sixty days prices rose consider- 
ably. 

There is no question that the combination 
which worked so well a year ago las been 
steadily growing, and will soon give some peo- 
ple in the trade surprises. Commission dealers 
are apprehensive of an elimination of their 
business under the combination. The feeling, 
however, is generally that the combination 
will be a very good tning for the leather dealers 
and will be strong enouch to control prices and 
assure a reasonable protit to its members. 

Boston, April 7.—It is understood that a syn- 
dicate was formed yesterday to formulate the 
sale of $10,000,000 bonds of the new sole- 
leather combination, which are to be offered 
abroad. The syndicate includes, among other 
houses, Kidder, Peabody « Co. of this city, Bar- 
ing, Magoun & Co. and Heidelbach, Ickelheimer 
& Co. of New-York. This, it is stated, may have 
an important bearing upon the foreign ex- 
change market. 





CLAKENDON HOTEL TO LEASE, 


AT LEAST IT IS ADVERTISED—FAMOUS 


FOR THIRTY YEARS. 


Hotel men were surprised yesterday to read 
an advertisement offering the Clarendon Hotel, 
at Fourth Avenue and Highteenth Streot, on 
lease for a term of years. This house has been 
under the management of Charles H. Kerner 
for upward of thirty years, and it was com- 
monly supposed that he had a life tenure there. 

He now says that he wants to retire from 
business, and his landlord, John I. Weekes, has 
advertised for another tenant. Evidonce is not 
wanting, however, to the effect that landlord 
and tenant are trying upon each other the effect 
of waiting tactics. 

For wany years the Clarendon was without a 
rival as the favorite family hotel of the city. 
It was always a home-like house, with spacious 
rooms, genteel service, and pleasant surroupd- 
ings. Wilson G. Hunt made it his home for 
forty years. Clara Louise Kellogg felt there as 
ifshe werein herown house. President John 
Newell of the Lake Shore Railroad, ex-Judge 
Lambert Tree of Chicago, Edward J. Phelps, 
ex-Minister to England, and C, J. Gwinn of Bal- 
timore, the friend of William R. Travers, were 
among those who never thoughtof going any- 
where except to the Clarendon when in the city. 

The construction of other fine family hotels 
further up town within the last few years has 
made the Clarendon, however, less desirable 
from a lessee’s standpoint than it was when it 
proved a mint to Mr. Kerner. No complaint 
came from him in the early years of his tenancy 
over the rent of about $30,000 per year, for the 
business of the house showed a good margin of 
profit The new hotels have narrowed that 
margin and Mr. Kerner is not content to con-

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NEW THINGS IN ASTRONOMY. 


PROF, BARNARD TALKS OF DISCOVER- 


IES AND INSTRUMENTS, 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 7.—Prof. E. E. Bar- 
nard, the famous astronomer of Lick Observa- 
tory, Mount Hamilton, Cal., who is now ona 
81x months’ leave of absence to visit the prin- 
cipal observatories of this country and Europe, 
has been the guest of Ambrose Swasey of 
the firm of Warner & Swasey, telescope 
builders of this city, for the past week. 
The attraction of Cleveland ror him was the 
shop of these gentlemen where the great Lick 
telescope was constructed and the still greater 
Yerkes instrument for the University of Chi- 
oago is now well under way. 

Dr. Barnard discovered the fifth moon of 
Jupiter, the most notable achievement yet 
made with the great Lick telescope, and he is 
one of the most eminent of astronomical pho- 
tograpbers, He was asked by a correspondent 
of Tir New-York TIMES regarding the pro)- 
able value of the spectro-heliograph which has 
recently been invented by Prof. Hale of Ken- 
wood Observatory and of which marvellous 
thin [8 are told, and he replied: 

“While in Chicago, [ visited Prof. Hale, and 
am satisfied that we may expect much from his 
Dew instrument. Heiss young man of great 
wealth, who has become enamoured of astron- 
omy and has builtand equipped a fine observa- 
tory for hisown use. Hehas also devised tho 
spectro-heliograph, and, ashe is only tweénty- 
five years of age has a wonderfully bright 
future before him. His new instrument photo- 
graphs the sun and its spots and cloud forms in 
the broad light of day as perfectly as has here- 
tofore been possible in solar eclipses. This is 
done by means of monochromatic light. The 
telescope is fitted with a grating, graduated at 
the calcium lines,as they are strong in both 
the spots and the cloud eruptions. The face of 
the sun is covered by a screen and the protuber- 
ances or cloud forms are photographed. After 
s0mMe minutes’ exposure, the screen is removed 
and the sun spots are then photographed in 
their correct relative position and with remark- 
able accuracy. It is thus possible to get every- 
thing except corona. 

“ Prof. Hale is soon going to Colorado, where 
from some mountain top he hopes to be able to 
photograph the corona also. Prof. Hale ia un- 
questionably the man to oarry forward this 
work, and when the new Yerkes telescope is 
completed he will have the finest possible facil- 
ities.” 

vol, Barnard is an expert photographer, and 
has won doserved fame for his beautiful pict- 
ures of the Milky Way. He has with him the 
original plates of many of these. Some of the 
photographs took over an hour of the most ex- 
acting and painstaking work to develop, and 
the plates when held up to the gaslight are 
very beautiful. The stars gather in cloud forms 
in one place and radiate in long streamers in 
others. 

In one of the photographs the professor dis- 
covered a faint banner of light or nebulous 
object, so delicate phe unskilled eye could 
scarcely detected it under a microscope When it 
was pointed out. This proved to be a periodic 
comet of considerable importance and could 
never have been detected by the naked éye at 
the time Prof. Barnard discovered it by means 
of @ sensitive dry plate. 

Speaking of the fifth moon of Jupiter, Prof. 
Barnard expressed amusement at the statement 
of the astronomers of the Paris Observatory that 
they had not yet been able to photograph it. 
Its proximity to the planet, in his opinion, 
makes it impossible that it ever should be 
photographed.

DRAWBACKS, 
SERIOUS AFFECTING 


CHEROKKE STRIP OPENING. 


THE 


ToreKa, April 7.—Washington dispatches in- 
dicate thatit has been about decided to dis- 
tribute the lands to be opened in the Cherokee 
Strip something after the plan of the distribu- 
tion of money by a certain interdicted lottery. 
To those who are acquainted with the lands in 
question this plan presents many objectionable 
features that do not seem to have occurred to 
the Secretary of the Interior, who unquestion- 
ably desires to satisfy the greatest number. 

Should the lottery plan be finally adopted, 
there are thousands of men who would take 
partinthe drawing who otherwise would not 
even spend the money to visit that country at 
the time of the rush fixed by proclamation. To- 
day on the train were four young men who were 
disoussing the probabilities of the opening. One 
of them said: 

“In case the Secretary of the Interior decides 
to place on slipa the number and location of 


quarter sections I will take my chances in the 
drawing. There are quarter sections In the east- 
ern part that to-day are worth $20 an acre with- 
out a stroke of work done onthem. If I should 
be fortunate enough to draw one of these, I 
could sell out or relinquish and make from 
$1,000 to $2,000 without investing a cent. If I 
should not be so fortunate as to draw a desira- 
ble tract, I need not make the entry, and i 
would be none the loser.” 

The others expressed the same sentiments. 
Not one of them would take any part in the 
usual rush, for they do not want farms, nor are 
they fitted forthat kind of life. Itis certain 
that if the lottery plan be adopted it would 
draw to that section onthe date given many 
thousands of iand gamblers, to the detriment of 
actual settlers. They would have before them 
the assurance of not losing much and the poasi- 
bility of making a thousand or more dollars 
within a very few days. 

The plan proposed is one capable of great evil 
to the settler, but it is welcomed by the specu- 
lator, who would make the man seeking for a 
home pay the greatest price. If it had not been 
tor a provision of the law, requiring twenty 
days’ notice to be given by the President when 
issuing his proclamation, it would seem best to 
those who have been through previous scenes 
of this kind to have the prociamation take effect 
as soon as signed. Those who have been wait- 
ing on the border might have the advantage, 
but their numbers would be comparatively 
small, as there would be yet more than 20,000 
claims, good and bad. This would give every 
one the benefit of making a personal examina- 
tion of his claim before finally locating. The 
lottery plan would send very many out to ex- 
amine land that is worthless, and his chance 
would be gone. 

There is but one way to avoid the unseemly 
scramble witnessed at every one of these open- 
ings. Thatis to organize the entire territory 
into a State,and then have the lands sold for 
the benefit of the new organization, sold at 
something approximating their actual value, so 
thatthe purchaser would not be crippled in 
paying forthem. This, however, will never be 
done, and when that paradise, the Chickasaw

ATTITUDE OF THE NEW-ENGLAND TO- 
WARD THE AMERICAN COMPANY. 


The New-York and New-Engiand Ratlroad 
officials decided at 6:15 last night to obey the 
injunction issued by Judge. Barrett, notice of 
which was served on them at 3:30 0’clock on 
Thursday afternoon, and issued the tollowing 
notice to their employes: 

“Commencing at once, you will allow all employes, 
agouts, and wessengers of the American Ex. 
press Company all the privileges and rights formerly 
siven them. Notify agents, employes, and messen- 
gers of the United States Express Company to dls- 
continue business on our line at once.” 

This action was decided upon after the failure 
of an attempt by the counsel of the United 
States Express Company yesterday to secure a 
modification of the injunction so that the United 
States Company might go on and do business 
under the arrangement with the New-England 
Company making it the successor of the Ameri- 
can Company. 

Judge Barrett, in the Supreme Court, refused 
to modify the order upon hearing statements 
from Lewis Cass Ledyard, of Carter & Ledyard, 
the counsel for the American Express Com- 
pany, who, although he had had no notice of the 
intention of the United States Company to try 
to secure a modification of the injunction, hap- 
pened to be in court. 

Mr, Ledyard had the morning’s reports of 
Superintendents of the American Company in 
New-England Territory and he stated their con- 
tents to the Judge. They showed that the 
United States Express Company was doing 
business on the New-England Road, and that 
the railroad company was refusing to do busi- 
ness with the American Company or give thom 
any facilities.

BOLIVIAN INDIANS HEBE. 


THRY WILL PLAY 116 TUNES AND DANCH 
AT THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Nineteen copper-colored, black-haired, and 
oddiy-attired natives of Bolivia stood upon the 
stage of Koster & Bial’s concert hall yesterday 
afternoon, played on their native instruments, 
and danced as they are supposed to dance at 
home. The performance was given for the edi- 
fication of a few of Alfred E. Aaronsa’s friends. 
“These strangers from a far-off land are mem- 
bers of the Incas tribe of Bolivian Indians, late- 
ly arrived from South Americas,” said Mr. 
Aarons, pointing to his wards. 
“TI am going to send them to the World’s Fair.” 
One of the Bolivians is indeed a big Injun; 
he stands 7 feet 5 inches In his sandals—so Mr. 
Aarons said. The giant responds to the name 
José. His head is as large as the head of a 
Shetland pony and each of his feet is as large as 
&smali ham. : 
“Tell them to play for us one of their native ; 
airs,” said Mr. Aarons to a Spanish assistant. 
Nineteen swarthy hands were plunged into 
ninoteen swarthier jackets, and nineteen Boliy- 
ian reed mouth instruments were promptly 
fished out. Then the Bolivians in unison played 


a Spanish air. They next gave “ Yankee Doo- 
dle,” and they smiled broadly when the swail 
audience applauded. 

“Play @ native air,” said Mr. Aarons. 

“‘They will now play something descriptive 
of their leaving home,” said the Spanish assist- 


ant. 

The Bolivians in obedience to an order, played 
something the sounds of which were caicuiluted 
not only to make a man leave home, but alsu 
to forsake his family. 

‘‘I wish you could have seen theso poor fei- 
lows early this morning,” said Mr. Aarons wisi- 
fully toa New-York TIMES reporter. ‘I hey 
did not know at firat what to make of the snow, 
it was 80 strange a sight. They fell on their 
knees, began to cry, and washed their faces 
with the snow.” 

‘* Had the water been shut off in their boara- 
ing house?” inquired a oynical bystander. 

No answer was made to the colu-bivodic4s 
guery. One of the Spaniards who brought the 
indians here, and who had not heard Mr. 
Aarons’s reference to the emotion they displayed 
on seeing snow, said in response to a reporter's 
question: 

“They see snow enough athome. They live 
on the sides of mountains that are 12,000 feet 
above the level of the sea and are covered with 
peepernat snow.”’ 

The giant José wore a suit of clothes of ths 
Same cut, color, and general appearance a 
those worn by farmers in the rural districta of 
New-Jersey. He looked like an exaggerated 
edition of Farmer Hayseed from Wayback. He 
had the look ofa man that could go to sleep 
standing. 

‘*He looks quite pioturesque in his native 
costume,” said Mr. Aarons. ‘ All the natives 
in this party have rich costumes. They can play 
116 tunes, will give war dances and imitations 
of their combats in war. In an animal dance 
they wear animals’ skins, and look se much like 
the genuine animals that you'd nearly faint.’ 

One of the Spanish agents of the Bolivians re- 
marked in a confidential way to the reporter: 

“They eome from the Temple of the Incas, a 
“ne tilled with gold.” 

“Do they prefer greenbacks above gold?” 
the reporter asked innocently. 

“Oh, no. They don’t think about money; 
they’ are here simply to see Chicago and New- 

ork.”’ 

At this point José put out his big hand, and 
in guttural tones said “‘ Mon.” <A nickel closed 
his hand. 

The Bolivians will, no doubt, prove a great 
attraction at the World’s Fair, if they get there.

OF MEERSCHAUM PIPES. 


Frederick J. Kaldenberg, one of the leading 
men in the meerschaum-pine trade, made an 
assignment yesterday, without preference, to 
Henry C. Euler. 

Mr. Kaldenberg has three stores, situated at 
Beekman and Nassau Streets, at Fulton and 
Cliff Streets, and at 6 Astor House. He resides 
at Tarrytown. He assigned as ao dealer in 
mecerschaum pipes, ivory goeds, <&c. 

He is also the President and principal owner 
of the F. J. Kaldenberg Company of 211 to 229 
East Thirty-third Street, which manufactured 
the goods he eold. 

The business was started by Mr. Kalden- 
berg’s father in 1858, and the assignor suc 
eoeded to it in 1869. In May, 1887, he ineor- 
porated the F. J. Kaldenberg.-Company with a 
oapital stook of $500,000, organized under 
New-York laws, and induced several well- 
known men to become interested init. Among 
them were G. M. Hard, President of the 
Chatham Bank; E. Faber, the pencil manu- 
facturer, and Henry C..Euler and J. M. Segfris 
of Tarrytown. Mr. Faber was Treasurer of the 
company for several years, but at bis office it 
was said yesterday that he resigned over a year 


ago. 

‘The Kaldenberg Company manufactured 
meerschaum pipes, rubber and pearl goods, car 
aprings, &c., and has branch stores in Boston, 


Philadelphia, Chicago, and St. Louis. The an- 
nual report of the company tiled in January 
last showed assets $750,000 and liabilities 


85,000.

INDICTMENTS AGAINST THE AUDITOR 
DISMISSED—THE REST STAND. 


Judge Moore in the Court of Sessions in Brook- 
lyn yesterday morning dismissed the indict- 
ments against Anton Weber, City Auditor of 
Brooklyn, and sustained those against all of the 
other Brooklyn and Kings County officials 
charged with fraudulent expenditures in con- 
nection with the Columbian celebration in 
Brooklyn last October. 

Judge Moore’s written decision, which was on 
the motion of the defendants’ counsel to dismiss 
the indictments because the Grand Jury did not 
have sufficient evidence on which to find true 
bills, is very long. It will not be made public 
for a day or two. In announcing its purport 
yesterday the Judge said: 

“IT will say in regard to those so-calied Colum- 
bian cases that the indictments against Weber 


are dismissed on the ground that there was not 
a@ particle of evidence before the Grand Jury— 
not a scintilla of evidence to sustain them. 

“The motion to dismiss them has been grant- 
ed. The motions to dismiss in all the other 
cases are denied. That is all I need say about it 
now.” 

When the bills to which the indictments refer 
Were presented City Auditor Weber was con- 
fined to his house by illmess, and they were 
audited by Deputy City Auditor Cornell.

FIGHT AGAINST THE TROLLEY. 


“RESIDENTS OF FIRST STREET, BROOK- 
LYN, RESORT TO THE COURT. 


An injunction was granted yesterday by 
Judge Willard Bartlett in the Supreme Court in 
Brooklyn, restraining the Atlantic Avenue 
Railroad Company from running its trolley wires 
through First Street, between Third and Ninth 
Avenues, Brooklyn. 

First Street isin the new residence neighbor- 
hood that has growna up on what is called “* Park 
Blope,” and is built up solely of private reai- 
dences of a high class which are occupied by 
persons of wealth. These persons have formed 
an organization to protect the street and the in- 
junction is the result of their united action. It 
is brought by Joseph J. Burke as a test case, 
and is bound to attract muoh interest, as the 
point involved is a new one. 

The attorney in the case, Albert R. Moore, who 


is also the attorney for the Property Owners’ 
Association, said yesterday: 

“The people who live in that section have & 

profound distrust of the Atlantic Avenue Rail- 
road Company. The Seventh Avenue Railroad 
was built on a Sunday, and we feared the sane 
procedure might be taken here in order to 
prevent interference by the courts. We have 
therefore taken our injunction, which is to pre- 
vent the company from building a line of wires 
through our street to connect the power station 
of the company with its various trolley lines. 
The question of the right of the railroad com- 
pany to take the streets for that purpose has 
never been adjudicated and we expect a bitter 
fight.

BOTH VESSELS TO BLAME,

“DAMAGES BY THE COLLISION OF TRAVE 


AND TAYLOR TO BE DIVIDED. 


In the United States District Court yesterday 
Judge Addison Brown handed down a decision 
in the suit for damages brought by the owners 
of the ship F. B. Taylor against the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Steamship Company, whose vessel, 
the Trave, was in collision with the Taylor 
June 22,1892. The Trave was outward bound 
from this port and ran into the Taylor, cutting 
her in two, when about 240 miles off Sandy 


Hook. 

There was a heavy fog on at the time, but the 
Trave was running at full speed. The Judge 
finds that it is impossible to acquit the Trave 
of legal fault, inasmuch as her engines were not 
slowed down sutticiently. 

The Taylor, too, Judge Brown finds, was not 
blameless, inasmuch as she did not comply with 
the new international regulations, which re- 
quire fog horns to be sounded by a bellows or 
other mechanical device. The ship had a horn 
when she started from Havre worked by a pis- 
ton, butit got out of order and could not be 
used. The Judge declares that provision should 
be made for such an emergency andan extra 
horn provided. 

The damages and the cost, it is held, must be 
divided. A reference is ordered to compute the 
damage if not agreed upon. 





WON'T CHASE CROW BLACKBIEDS.

Commissioner Gray laid before the Park 
Board at ita session yesterday a draftof a bill 
which he wants sent to the Legislature and 
which, if it became a law, would give the Park 
Board control of Fifth Avenue from Washington 
Square to One Hundred and Tenth Street, and 
also give it power to regulate traffic on the 
streets and avenues under its control.
